FALL OF JAPANESE

Marquis 
Katsura, the former Premier, is| 
the most likely person to succeed 
to Marquis Saionji, so far as can 
be judged until the arrival in 
Tokio of the Resident-General 
Prince Ito. His retarn has already 
been arranged and is shortly ox- 
pected. 

NO CHANGE IN POLICY.

of peaceful retrenchment will he 
| maintained. 

Count Komura, now Ambassador 
in London, is popularly mentioned 
as the next Foreign Minister, with 
Count Hayashi as his probable 
successor in London.

Considerable 
attention has been paid of late by 
wealthy philanthropists in the 
United States, to the subject of 
education in China, and there 
would. be much to commend a 
bold departure from stereo 
methods, which would seek to create’ 
for China the moat edacative 
on a really large scale 
“Ae could ever obtain—edneated 
‘womanhood. 
"Tn the meantime, while the good 
work being done by foreign .mis- 
sions has to lament its limjtations| 
.,for want of funds, it is satisfactory 
to note,that the Chinese themselves| 
are showing no little activity in 
the matter. ‘The chief credit for 
being the first to give practical 
impetus to the education of Chinese 
Women belongs to Viceroy. Tuan 
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Fang,.who by both. example and 
precept has contrived to make the 
movement popular. In Peking, as 
was Reinted out in an address to 
the Centenary Conference, schools 
for girls owe their institution 
directly to Prince Su and to his 
sisters, one of whom has sub- 
sequently extended the good work 
to distant Mongolia. At the end of 
1906 there were. five girls’ schools 
under purely Chinese direction in 
the Capital. and though the number 
of their pupils was less than three 
hundred, the movement may be 
said to have. been launched suc- 
cessfully. For the present its 
influence will be confined mainly 
to the chief centres of popula- 
tion, and it would be idle to 
look for anytbing upproaching » 
general diffusion of education 
‘among the girls of the Empire by 
Chinese effort alone. As China 
is now situated, even the public 
education of her male youth falls 
short in practice of popular 
bition by reason of a scarcity of 
teachers and financial stringency. 
In regard to the education of 
her daughters she must be still 
more straitened, and in proportion 
to the diminished importance she 
places upon it, in comparison with 








that of her sons, will she be 
amenable to and teful for: 
foreign assistance. e .noment, 


therefor. opportune for a com- 
prehensive measure that would tend 
to, popularize education among a 
wider circle of Chinese girls than is 
likely to be reached in the near 
fature by existing methods. 
Unfortunately, it is when a 
definite system of education bas to 
be enunciated that differences of 
opinion arise and form often a 
hindrance to further endeavour on 
the part of foreigners.

POLITICS IN 


JAPAN. 
July 7. 


Lirrie more is needed than the 
news of the resignation of Marquis 
Saionji’s Cabinet to prove that 
the parliamentary system of gov- 
ernment in Japan operates un- 
der certain disabilities unknown 
in more democratic countries. 
Only a fortnight has elapsed since 
we ventured to regard a public 
utterance made by the Premier as 
a hopeful augury for a period of 
consolidation and consistency in 
Japanese politics. Relying on the 
verdict of the recent elections 
which returned his party, after 
certain inevitable adjustments, with 
an absolute majority in the House 
of Representatives, Marquis Saionji 
hud announced the determination 
of the Cabinet to take its stand on u 
strict party basis. In other words 
the policy of the Government was 
to he based on, the tenets of the 
Seiyukai rather than be a congeries 
of policies dictated by the Elder 
‘Statesmen or by varying and some- 
times conflicting interests. It was 
a praiseworthy determination, but, 
perhaps, in the circumstances too 
bold @ pronouncement. Certainly 
it has proved the swan-song of the 
Cabinet, for after a brief interval 
Marquis Saionji has found his 





perition untenable, and, having had 
is resignation accepted, has left 
Tokio, as if to demonstrate un- 
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mistakably ,that this time the dis- 
solution of the Ministry is final. 
In view of the critical period in 
her history through which Japan 
is passing the resignation of Mar- 
quis Saionji’s Cabinet has more 
importance than might otherwise 
attach to a change of Ministries. 
But of far more interest than the 
mere record of the resignation 
would: be a knowledge of the 
precise circumstances that led up 
to the Premier’s fateful step. The 
incident appears fraught with the 
widest possibilities of Hintertreppen 
Politik, but for the details of the 
situation we most await fuller 
information from Japan. 

At the same time it has to be 
admitted that the storm clouds of 
dissolution have long been hovering 
over the Japanese Premier's head. 
However, much an onlooker may 
be tempted to synfpathize with the 
anomalies of his position—a buffer 
between rival factions and called to 
bear office at a time when no policy 
can be wholly acceptable both to 
people and to ralers—it is clear that 
Marquis Saionji has failed to 
conciliate either party and, falling’ 
between two stools, is likely to leave 
his post unregretted. A know- 
ledge of the inner history of the past 
two years would enable the actual 
responsibility for Japan’s financial 
policy to be apportioned aright ; 
but on the evidence before him 
the Japanese “man in the street ” 
will be tempted to fasten his 
grievances upon the ex-Premier. 
A time of economic depression 
imposes a burden upon the most 
parsimonious Government ; in the 
case of an administration that has 
to confess to increasing expenditure 
it is bound to prove fatal, if it last 
long enough. The record of the 
Saionji Cabinet is an illustration 
in point. Apart from having 
given offence to the Elder States- 
men, it has laid itself open to the 
charge of incurring expenditure 
that could only pass unchallenged 
at a time of general prosperity. 
To-day, however, the situation in 
Japan is such that the United 
Chambers of Commerce have ad- 
dressed to the authorities, to the 
leading financiers of the Empire 
and to the various political parties, 
a strongly worded circular contain- 
ing certain resolutions recently 
adopted by the Chamber in 
conclave. The gist of the com- 
munication is that without a radical 
alteration of its financial system 
the country cannot emerge fully 
from its present condition of 
economic depression. By this it 
is meant to be inferred that the 
country expects to see the expendi- 
tures upon unproductive purposes 
materially reduced in order that 








ibrium may he established 
between the various State outlays. 

This weighty indictment follows 
upon the unsuccessful attempts on 
the part of the Government to 
redeem on favourable terms to 
itself the State’s loan-bonds. The 
rapid increase in the amount of 
these bonds caused by the nation’s 
requirements and the sudden dis- 
covery that after successful wars 
the indemnities could not be applied 
to paying off the war-loans led to a 
depreciation in the value of these 
securities. To profit by this develop- 
ment the Government of the day 
obtained the Diet’s permission to 
pay off the State’s bonds by 
purchasing them in the open 
market, with the result that people 
who had lent their money to the 
State in the expectation that the 
bonds would be redeemed at their 
face value found themselves re- 
duced to the chances of selling 
in a continually falling market. 
Although able to shield _ itself 
behind a vote of the Diet, which 
was given some nine years ago, 
the late Ministry has had to bear 
the brant of the nation’s awakening 
to a real appreciation of the 
position, Coming as it did after 
a period of commercial depression, 
it must be regarded as the death- 
blow to any lingering sympathy 
that the people felt for a mis- 
understood Ministry. With what 
views they will’ welcome the 
possible advent to office of Marquis 
Katsura remains to be seen. In 
the period of friction and un- 
certainty that preceded the elections 
he was acclaimed as the man of 
the hour and the only statesman, 
who could exercise any influence 
over the warring factions. Common 
report, however, associates him 
more intimately with the n:ilitary 
school of Japanese politicians, and 
it will be of interest to watch the 
effect that a Ministry of his 
creation may exercise on Japan's 
credit at home and abroad. The 
attitude of both the banking and 
commercial interests can hardly be 
ignored altogether, while the Sciyn- 
kai will have an opportunity’ of 
showing whether numerical strength

LIKIN 


ON RAILWAYS. 

TFuly 8. 
Frow references that have ap- 
peared in the Chinese Press it is 
satisfactory to note that, with the 
extension of railways thronghont 
the Empire, an intelligent interest 
is beginning to be displayed in 
their progress as business under- 
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takings in which the country bas 
a special interest. Such an attitude 
is, indeed, a logical outcome of 
the general awakening of the 
country, but it deserves recognition 
asa healthier phase than the more 
familiar hostility to all railway-en- 
terprise under foreign auspices, In 
its turn this attitude should react 
‘on the popular opposition that is 
so easily raised against foreign 
built lines, for it presupposes an ap- 
preciation of the advantages derived 
by the State under the new type 
of railway agreement, as exem- 
plified in the Tientsin-Pukou and 
Chekiang Railways. Recently there 
have been references in the 
Chinese Press to the Shangbai- 
Nanking Railway, and — the 
publication of certain trafic 
returns bas given “furionsly to 
think.” The figures quoted give 
the carnings of the line from 
January 1 to May 23 as $523,160 
derived from the transportation of 
1,240,599 passengers and $85,921 
for the cartiage of 5,725 tons of 
goods. There would seem to be 
no specinl reason for the period 
fixed upon, but it covers a time 
before and after the opening of the 
whole line to traffic and it is, as 
investigation would prove, typical 
of the operations of the Company 
over any period. The point on 
which attention has been fixed is 
the wide discrepancy between the 
earnings from passenger traffic and 
those from freight. Under ordinary 
conditions the two should be nearly 
equal, and only exesptional circum- 
stances can be held responsible for 
the poor returns from the carriage 
of goods. 

The reason is supplied by « 
Peking journal and is sufficiently 
notorious to require little further 
demonstration. By the excessive 
likin charges imposed on goods 
carried on the railway the earnings 
of the line from this source are 
seriously crippled, and until the 
likin is abolished there is no pros- 
pect of the returns reaching a 
satisfactory figure. It is true that 
the line is paying its way and 
that the passenger traffic comes up 
to expectations, but so long as the 
receipts from the goods traffic are 
only one-sixth of the passenger 
receipts, the railway is being 
defrauded of five-twelfths of its 
revenue. A curious analogy is 
found in the experience of the 
Imperial Railways of North China. 
On the portion within the Wall 
where there is also competition 
with water-borne traffic passenger 
receipts and freight receipts ap- 
proximate to one another. Ontside 
the Wall, however, where obstrac- 
tive likin charges are imposed, 
the returns from the carriage of 
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goods barely amount to one half 
of the passenger receipts. In the 
case of the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 
way the position is aggravated, 
according to the writer in the 
Peking journal, by the circum- 
stances attending the likin charges. 
‘These, it is declared, are deliberately 
maintained at a prohibitive rate 
by the action of certain officials 
in the interests of the companies 
monopolizing the —steam-launch 
traffic that competes with the Rail- 
way. For some time past efforts 
have been made to obtain the 
removal or abatement of the likin 
charges, and a temporary modus 
vivendi, it was thought, had been 
arrived at by means ‘of transit, 
passes. The practical advantages 
of the Initer have yet to be proved, 
and it is to be feared that at best 
they will be a poor substitute for 
the abolition of likin as far as the 
Railw: revenue is concerned. 
The history of likin on the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway illus- 
trates the peculiar methods by 
which the financial affairs of the 
Empire are conducted. Any dimin- 
ution of revenue from the line 
finds the Chinese Government the 
chief sufferer, inasmuch as it has: 
to make good any deficiency in 
the earnings of the Railway when 
the Administration is unable to 
pay the interest of the bonds. 
‘As a set-off to this condition, it 
derives, no doubt, some benefit! 
from the likin ; but it would be 
thought that it must prove out of| 
all proportion to the potential 
advantages of a successful railway. 
Moreover by Article XIV of the 
Loan Agreement it is expressly 








stipulated that “if the arrange 
ment for the levy of likin over] i 


other railway lites is found to be 
more advantageous than that of the 
railways mentioned in this Agree- 
ment, the same advantages shail be 
extended to and enjoyed by the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway and by 
those who make use of the same.” 
This provision should enable the 
Central Government to defeat the 
intrigues of those who would seck 
to advance their own: interests to 
the prejudice of the State. At one 
time everything pointed to the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway being 
one of the most valuable of the 
Chinese Government lines. The 
country served by it is populous 
and wealthy, and it connects such 
important centres of commercial 
activity as Shanghai, Soochow, 
Chinkiang and Nanking. Not even 
likin charges will destroy the 
usefulness of the line ; but they 
will hamper the development of the 
commercial possibilities of the dis- 
tricts served and will seriously 
affect the earnings of the enterprise. 








The question of likin is attended by 
many complications ; but in regard 
to its enforcement on Government- 
owned railways there can be no 
doubt that the effect is to penalize 
the State for the benefit in the 
main of provincial officials, and 
this consideration should suffice to 
bring home to the Central authori- 
ties the necessity of losing no time 
in dealing with the subject. 


SEDITION 


IN INDIA. 
July 9. 

For several months it has been 
increasingly evident that the unrest 
in Bengal has been growing 
steadily worse. From seditious talk, 
the insulting of European residents 
in public and a partial scheme of 
commercial boycott, the Bengalis 
have proceeded to riots and thence 
to assassination. Since the first 
bomb outrage at Mozufferpore, de- 
scribed in our telegrams at the 
beginning of May, there have been 
two subsequent cases of bomb 
throwing, in one of which two 
Europeans were terribly injured in 
‘a train near Barrackpore. The 
police at Calcutta have discovered 
and raided two bomb factories. 
No less a personage than the native 
director of Dupleix College has 
been handed over by the French 
authorities at Chandernagore on a 
charge of being concerned in the 
same nefarious business : and there 
appears to be evidence of wide- 
spread conspiracy against officials 
who are conspicuous either for 
their exalted position, such as the 
iceroy, or for their determination 

preserving order, like Mr. 
Kingsford who recently sentenced 
some students to be whipped for 
rioting. Worst sign of all, perhaps, 
itis clear that the disaffection is 
beginning to spread in various 
forms to other districts hitherto 








untouched by it. In these 
circumstancs the letter con- 
tributed by Sir Bampfylde 


Fuller to “The Times” under the 
title of “S'accuse” (though less 
dramatic, perhaps, than the letter 
with which those words are origin- 
ally connected) may well cause con- 





siderable sensation. The conditions 
under which Sir Bampfylde Faller 
found himself compelled to resign 
his post as first Lieutenant-Governor 
‘of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 
although it is some two years since 
that resignation took ‘place, are 
still fresh in the memory of those 
who at all attempt to follow Indian 
affairs. The case for him, and it, 
has never been adequately refuted, 
is that he found himself unsup- 





ported by his superiors in enforcing

measures of repression which the 
Government has since been obliged 
to maintain and repeat elsewhere. In 
other words, Sir Bampfylde Fuller, 
though in no way responsible for 
the partition of Bengal, “ became 
the figure-head of the new reform” 
(to quote from his own letter) and 
the subject of unceasing vitapera- 
tion in the Bengali Press. If, as 
it is claimed for him, he was sacri- 
ficed to popular clamour, he has 
been swiftly vindicated by subse- 
quent events. The fact that he has 
remained silent for so long is 
additional reason for paying atten- 
tion to him now. 

“How greatly the position has 
deteriorated during the past eight- 
een months” is demonstrated by 
Sir Bampfylde Fouller’s own 
experience that, even in the worst 
of the agitation against hisauthority, 
when representative bodies domina- 
ted by Bengalis refused to vote 
him the usual formal addresses of 
welcome, it was still possible for 
the Lieutenant-Governor to travel 





through every part of the parti- 
tioned area, entirely unattended. 
More than this, he contends that 
just before the time of his resigna- 
tion the opposition was beginning to 
soften, “ Local councils began to 
vote addresses of welcome ; towns 
were illuminated in my honour ; 
at Dacca non-official Bengali gentle- 
men met me in large numbers 
assuring me that the trouble was 
nearly ended.” At the present 
time there are many places in 
which “ our women cannot venture 
outside their houses without fear of 
insult ;” there is an uneasy feeling 
“that the country is undermined 
with dangerous mutinous forces ; 
and all this in the teeth of the fact 
that the special police, which Sir 
Bampfylde Fuller had instituted 
but was compelled by the Govern- 
ment to withdraw, have been 
trebled and even quadrupled. But 
‘one reason can be found for such 
growth of seditions feeling and that 
is simply that “we are suj 

to be afraid.” Apart from the bad 
effect likely to be produced by the 
throwing over of Sir Bampfylde 
Fuller, while the expedients to 
which he had resorted for the 
maintenance of order have since 
been proved to be indispensable the 
whole course of action pursued 
by the Government towards Bengal 
has been marked by uncertainty and 
diffidence. The Government decided 
that the partition of Bengal must 
stand, but has never definitely said 
so. It has deported two of the 
arch-agitators without form of trial 
and has almost immediately set 
them again at liberty. Tt has passed 
laws for the prohibition of sedi- 











tious meetings and has not ventured

to enforce the Finally, it “has 
taken steps to ensure a larger! 
representation of native interests 
in the composition of the Legislative 
Councils at a time, and in such a 
manner as must make it appear 
that the concession has been ex- 
torted chiefly by fear. In short, 
there has beon a great quantity of 
dotermined talk (Lord ‘Morley’s 
speech at Arbroath of a few months 
‘ago riges to the memory in illustra- 
tion) but very little real ction 
to substantiate the talk. 

Such is the gist of Sir Bampfylde 
Faller’s accusations : and although 
they may to some extent be dis- 
counted by the bitterness. of his 
feelings, there is enough in the 
residue, with what may be gathered 
from outside sources, to formulate 
a serious charge against the general 
condition of affairs in India. The 
reluctance of the Indian Govern- 
ment to take strong measures at any 
time has become almost a by- 
word, justifying, if justification 
were’ needed, “Lord Minto's ine 
ignant protest against the en- 
deavours that have been made to 
condone the recent bomb outrages 
as the efforts of a down-trodden 
people straggling to rid themselves 
of foreign oppression. But while 
it is generally agreed that the time 
is past when such slowness to action 
can be vindicated,- ax in bygone 
days, by the tendency of things to 
right themselves, it is none the 
Tess difficult to see precisely what 
form the desired action should 
take. So far as can be seen from 
outside, the sedition has gone 
considerably beyond the original 
partition of Bengal and aims at the 
entire overthrow of foreign dom- 
ination. The argument that the 
drawal of British rule would 
merely result in the substitution of 
rule by Sikhs or Mahrattas cannot 
be expected to appeal to the 
Bengilis, however much it_ mast 
always remain the axiom of British 
governance. If the Bengali be- 
lieves himself to be perfectly 
capable of managing his own 
affairs, it is because the whole 
course of education extended to 
him by his foreign rulers has 
trained him up to that delusion, but, 
for lack of time, has not yet trained 
him beyond it. It ‘does not, 
however, follow from this, that the 
Government should withdraw that 
education, as one section of resident 
Anglo-Indians would wish to see 
done. To draw back now would 
be a worse mistake than to go 
forward ; apart from its uselessness ; 
since in‘any case the Bengalis 
could not be prevented from obtain- 
“ing such education at their 
own expense. ° Something ~ has 
“Been, and may yet be done by

THE GCONQUES 
THE ATR.

AuMosr concurrently with the 
telegrams which we published this 
ea of Mr. Henry Farman’s latest 
exploit in aviation ut Paris and of 
Count Zeppelin’s wonderful voyage 
of twelve hours’ duration among 
the Alps, fall accounts reach us 
from home of the great point-to- 
point balloon race in Englan:l, 
organized by the fourth 
national Aeronautical Federation. 
From three different points of 
attack, by aeroplanes, airships and 
balloons, the problem of flight is 
being assailed with an energy and 
real engineering skill that promise 
favourably for eventual success. Of 
these three methods the balloon is 
obviously the least adupted for} 
practical purposes of fight. Thirty 
balloons took part in the recent 
international race, which was laid 
from Hurlingham to a point near 
Maidenhead, we of about 
twenty-seven miles. But of these 
only two succeeded in landing 
within a mile of the finish, while 
some were carried severul miles 
away. ‘The aeronants are said to 
have mancuvred with great skill 
in search of favourable winds 
between varying altitudes of 
1,000 ft. und 8,000 ft. But such 
mancuvring is strictly limited by 
the amount of ballast and yas at 
the neronaut's disposal: and al- 
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thongh Count Henri de la Vauls 
succeeded in the year 1900 in 
sailing 1,200 miles, from Paris 
into Russia, the balloon bears as 
little relationship to the possible 
airship of the future as a buoy to 
‘an ocean liner. Only in respect of 
the instruction it affords in the 
nature and variation of air-currents, 
aad the secrets of balance, can 
balloons be said to any 
practical utility for the problem of 
direct flight. ~The recent airship 
catastrophe at Oakland, California, 





no less than the tragic death of 
M. ‘Severo in Paris seven years 
ago, was undoubtedly due to de- 
ficiency of proper experience in 
aerostatics: and so long as there 
is any contest between airships 
‘and aeroplanes for the conquest 
of the air, so long will balloons 
continue in use as something more 
than a rich man’s toy. 

In this competition events have 
moved with startling rapidity 
Mr. Walter Wellman 

rilliant but unsuccessful attempt, 
nearly twelve months ago, to steer 
an airship to the North Pole. 
That airship was fally described in 
these colamns at the time of the 
expedition and need not be again 
detailed. Its extraordinary in- 
genuity no less than its inventor's 
ambition would seem to place him 
at the head of those who experi- 
ment with this class of machine. 
But the ambition (perhaps, also 
the ingenuity) was too great, and 
the airship came to grief on a 
glacier in snowstorm. Since 
then we have seen the success, and 
disaster, of the British airship 
Nulli Secundus, and great activity 
both in France and Germany of 
military airships, which may ‘now 
be said to form @ recognized part 
of the military equipment of both 
countries. Count Zeppelin’s recent 
voyage undoubtedly eclipses all 
previous efforts : and in so far as 
the great disadvantage ef all air- 
ships consists in the flimsy nature 
of the cigar-shaped balloon, Count 
Zeppelin would seen to have dis- 
covered the most practicable form 
of airship by enclosing x number 
of small separate balloons inside 
one long envelope, thereby not only 
producing greater strength but 
minimizing leakage of gas. Neither 
suecess nor failure, however, has 
yet shown how the restrictions 
inevitably attaching to the use of 
lighter-than-air machines are to be 
avoided : and until some. material 
can he discovered for the gas 
envelope as light as silk and 
inflexible as steel, the progress of 
airships must depend on the condi- 
tion of fair weather. For this 
reason, as much as for the novelty 
of the invention, the greater 
interest may naturally be given to 
the experiments with aeroplanes of 
the Wright brothers of Dayton, 
Ohio, of Mr. Henry: Farman and M. 
Delagrange. The Wright  acro- 
plane is something of a dark horse 
of which we are shortly promised 
fall revelations, forced from the 
inventors as it’ would appear by 
the inquisitiveness of American re- 
porters. But the record for the 
Present, appears 10 belong to M- 
jelagrange who succeeded last 
April in flying at the remeskably 
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slow rate of two miles and a half 
in six and a half minutes. 

Such a record, however, only 
serves to show that the limitations 
of aeroplanes are as close as, if not 
closer than those of airships. The 
conditions of competition are those 
ef a donkey race in which the 
prize is given to the last man in: 
and while the Wright aeroplane is 
credited with a fight of thirty-eight 
minntes in duration so far back as in 
the year 1903, the problem has not 
been solved so long as the strength 
of the motor is the chief condition 
of remaining in the air. For this 
reason many experimenters confine 
themselves entirely to practice in 
gliding dows the surface of a steep 
hilt withoutany means of propulsion, 
and it is possibfe that by some 
addition of wings, over and above 
the power of the motor-driven screw, 
the aeroplane will eventually he 
enabled to float upon a breeze in the 
manner of a rook or a seagull.

certain special discoveries in the 
art of balance : but for the majority 
of aviators a windy day is evident- 
ly no less fatal than for an airship. 
Another point, which is not quite 
clear with regard to the flights yot 
made, is that in all cases the course 
would appear to have been circular. 
How far centrifugal force, taken 
in conjunction with the speed of 
the machine, may have aided the 
flight, in the same manner in which 
a cirtus rider is enabled to stand 
on a barebacked horse yalloping 
round the ring, and how fur the 
same journey would have been 
feasible over a perfectly straight 
course is a matter which needs 
practical demonstration. ‘To sum 
up, both aeroplanes and airships 
have been brought to a point at 
which it can be said that anyone, 
ufter a reasonable amount of 
practice and in fair conditions *of 
weather, may attempt the use of 
them with comparative safety : and 
to he able to say as much as this 
is to admit an amount of solid 
success that would have been deemed 
impossible half a dozen years nyo. 
Bat it is yet a long step to the days

‘A CHINESE BIRTHDAY HONOUR. 


Mr. Wei Yuk who, as you doubtless 
know, figures among the Birthday 
Honours has spent wuch time during 
his long lifetime in efforts to promote 
the welfare of the Colony of Hongkong, 
especially amongst the Chinese. Ie 
has served on many Commissions, and 
it is agreeable to many here that his 
services have been thus recog: 7 
the King. He was born in 1849, in 
Hongkong, and was educated partly 
here and then in England and Scotland. 
‘After a tour through Europe, he entered 

. the service of the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank of Indias, London and China, as | 
compradore. At the death of his father 
he conformed to the good old Chinese 
usage and retired into mourning for 
three years, and then re-entered the same 
service. He has been an unofficial 
member of the Legislative Council 
since 1896, and represents the Chinese 
section of ‘the community. Mr. Wei 
Yuk was presented with a medal and 
letter of thanks from the Chinese com- 
wunity after the terrible plague scour se 
of 1894. It appears that seventeen 
‘years ago he projected a railway between 
Kowloon and Canton, but, at that time, 
the hour was not ripe for the attempt.

RAILWAY PROGRESS. 

I have just retarned from Peking 
and am surprised to see the road bed of 
the Peking and Kalgan railway ap- 
parently complete for nearly all the 
‘way from the Nankou Pass to Kalgan. 
‘The bridge piers also are completed in 
all the water courses, and look very 
substantial structures, being solid 
mason-work, broken réck I 

The bridge over the river at. Huai 
has nine piers. The ruins of the old 
stone bridge for carts stands near by, 
high and dry, as both ends have been 
washed away, and the river has made @ 
‘course for itself far to one side. 

Of course it is the difficult mountain 
passes that are hardest to finish. But 
the last and longest tunnel, 3,750 feet 
in length, which goes under the Great 
Wall near Chatao is nearly finished 
the rock having been finally pierced and 
the two ends brought together about! 
June 1, And the fact that the two 
cuts meet exactly to line proves the 
skill of the engineers in charge. 

At Heiangshaipa, about 200 i 
north of the Pass, they have a task 
quite equal to a tunnel in cutticg away 
the rock to make a road beside the 
river which washes the foot of the 
mountain rising almost perpendicalarly 
500 fect above. There is also another 
small pass near Kalgan yet to be cut 
through. 

The rails are now laid and construc- 
tion trains are run about half way 
through the Navkon Pass 130 li from 
Peking. ‘They say they will have the 
road finished next year. Possibly they 
may, if they will put on men enough, 
and have the money to pay them and 
bay the material necessary ; rails ete. 
And I for one shall be glad to ride 















instead of suffering tive days in a cart 
or litter or on horse-back or male-back, 
as I have every year for over thirty 
years. Still two ladies, missionaries’ 
children, coming back to Kalgan after 
twenty years absence, were glad to come: 
before the railroad was finished, so as 
to renew their childhood experiences of

which it had been made, For the 
King now to cancel his projected 
on the declared ground of Engl 
disapproval of the internal administra 
tion of Russia would undoubtedly be a 
very serious step. Indeed, such a 
policy, as Sir Edward Grey warned the 
House, might easily arouse passions 
which would lead to war. Turning to 
the Liberal Benches Sir Edward asked 
his followers to say what would have 
been their feelings if during the Boer 
War a foreign Sovereign had refused 
to pay a visit of courtesy to thi 
country, or had accompanied his vi 
with ‘some discourteous declaration 
condemning our policy. Sir Edward 
Grey's speech had a visible effect, and 
it may fairly be classed among the 
speeches delivered in Parliament which 
have won roles.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

‘The annual general niceting of the 
members of the Shanghai Amateu 
Dramatic Club was held at the Lycem 
Theatre on Thursday ¢vening, when Mr. 
W. A. U. Platt presided. 

The Chairman said that the first 
business before the meeting was to past 
the report and accounts for the past 
year. The members would notice 
the last season wax a very prosperous 
fone, no less a sum than $4,882.92 
having becn transferred to the credit 
of the profit and loss account and, 
moreover, the club was qnite free 
froma debt. It was trne that there was 
sum of Tis, 1,000 dae from the club 
to the trnstees of the Recreation 
Fund, being the balance of « lorn, but 
arrangements had been made to repay 
‘same, the amount having been on 
fixed deposit in the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank and it wonld mature on 
December 31 and the Tis. 1,000 would 
then be repaid. A. new agreement had 
been mado with the trustees of the 
Lycoam Theatre, The club took « 
lease of the theatre for five years at 
Tis. 4,000 year. The clnb had to 
pay for all repairs to the interior of the 
theatre and also the rates and taxes, 
bat the trustees had to pay for all the 
‘external repairs. Provision was made 
the agreement that an acconnt was 
to bo kept which wonld be called 
Theatre Rental Account, on the credit 
side of which wonld be placed the: 























amounts received for sub-leases of the’ 
theatre and also the cont which had to 
be paid by the club, which was to be the 
sum of $100 forerch performance. On 
the other side of that acconnt was to be 
put all the expenses incurred in the 
running of the Clab. If this acconnt 
showed a profit at the end of the 
seawn that profit could be nsed in 
renovating the theatre. ‘The Chairman 
hoped that the members would agroe 
that both the aureement and lease were 
favourable, not only to the Club, bat! 
also to the trustees of the Lycenm 
Theatre. As regarded the coming 
season he had to tell them that several 
now plays had been ordered from Home 
and it was hoped that amongst the 
representations they gave there would 
be one musical piece. 

Sinoe the report had been written 
‘one exent had happened to which he 
mast allude, It was with the greatest 
‘of sorrow that he alluded to the death 
of their old friend and fellow member, 
Mr. Allen. Mr. Allen was connected 
ith this club for a great number of 
years and the speaker remembered his 
playing in 1893 in the farce * William 
Tell.” and he believed that Mr. Allen 
played before that time on several occa- 

















sions for the club. He was bound to 
Jr 
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say that few members of the club had 
given greater pleasure to the andiences 
in the theatre than their old friend, 
For a period of ten years he acted 
cither as secretary or treasurer to the 
club and during that time he gave 
rent deal of time to the club and 
falfilled his dnties with ability and 
most efficiently. The club owed a great 
debt of zratitude for what he did, Mr. 
Platt was happy to say that shortly 
before his death he consented to re-join 
the Committee of this club and they 
were looking to the pleasure of meeting 
hhim at their meetings and to the benefit, 
of his advice and experitnee. Now he 
was gone and at auch times it seemed 
an if all pleasnre war taken out of life. 
Time would soften their sorrow, but, be 
that as it may, the memory of their old 
friend “Dickie” Allen would be 
always with them, 

Mr. Platt did not think that there 
was anything in the acconnts to which 
he need draw the attention of members 
except this one fact, which he had been 
asked to allude to, and that was that 
in the Theatre Rental Account no 
mention had been made as to the cost 











of lighting. ‘The sums which had been 
received from the varions lessees and 
also from the theatre itself liad exactly 
counterbalanced what they had had to 
pay for xz. In conclusion the 
Chairman said that if there were any 
items in the accounts of which the 
members wanted any explanation he 
would be pleased to supply it, 

‘There were no questions and the 
Chairman proposed that the report and 
acconnts for the last senson be accepted 
and pased—Mr. F. J. Burret 
seconded.—The resolation was carried. 

‘The Chairman said that the next 
bnsiness which shonld have been bronght 
forward was that which was referred to 
as No, 2 in the printed notice sent to 
members, but for the reasonk he was 
about to give no business would be 
submitted to the meeting under No 2. 
‘The first bnsiness under No, 2 was to 
ask the monibers to approve of a rexolu- 
tion passed by the Committee of the 
A.D. C. anthorizing the lease with the 
trustees to be entered into. It seemed 
to him that thera was no necessity to 
‘ask members either to approve oF 
is it. The Committee were 
rights in making that 
lease and he trusted that the members 
would agree with him that it was a 
most favourable arrangement which the 
Committee had made. If the members 
approved it stood and if the members 
disapproved the lease stood and nothing 
could be done, so it seemed to him that 
there was no necessity to ask members 
to approve or disapprove of it. ‘That 
business in connexion with that resolu- 
tion, therefore, was not before them. 

The Chairman said that he would 
now pass to the new by-law which it 
was proposed to ask members to ap- 
prove of. At the last Committee 
meeting at which he was present this 
by-law was put before him and he 
thought it was a right provision to be 
made. But he did not see how a man 
could serve two masters. If a man was, 
































a trnstee he had to get the best terms 
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the clab Committee, he had to get the 
best terms for the Committee and the 
consequence would be if » mar was on 
both the Trustees of the Lyceum 
‘Theatre and the Committee of the, Club 
that the poor fellow would be likely to 
fall between two stools. This change 
hhad to be effected by an alteration in 
the roles and not by a by-law. He 
conld not see that this by-law had 
anything to do with the working of the 
clab.

‘The Chairman then passed on to the 
business referred to under item No 3 
of the notice to members, He said 
that the business there was to ask 
members to confirm the following by- 
law made by the Committée in connex- 
ion with the lending of costumes belong- 
to the A. D. That no costumes: 
be lent from the A.D.C. wardrobe to 
the public withoat the consent of any 
two members of the Committee ; and, 
in the case of costumes so lent, 
that « nominal charge be made, " 

‘The Chairman proposed that the b; 
law be confirmed. He said that he 
could not ‘as an authority on the 
wardrobe of this club, but it seemed to 
him that it was a reasonable provision 
which should be made. He saw no 
reason why this by-law should not. 
be confirmed. 

Mr. G. R. Wingrove said that he 
believed there was already » by-law 
passed some years ago which covered 
this. 

‘The Chairman said that if there was 
such a by-law it was not to be found 
either in the rules or the by-laws that 
had been printed. If Mr. Wingrove: 
could say where it was to be found 
they would do their best to discover it. 

Mr. A.A. Brady asked whether » 
member of the club had to apply to 
two members of the Committee and 
obtain their consent before he could 
obtain costumes ?

Mr. Pearce's amendment was then 
carried.

jacket, the gyrating chair, the lash aud 
other abominations, until ‘the Quakers 
inaugurated a new era of humanity, 
skill and science for the insaue. 

Let us not be too hard. then, on our 
Chinese friends. They are siwply 
Mere we were several centuries ago. 
They are open to light and leading on 

jis question. How many similar un- 
fortunates there are in this very pro- 





¥ines, not to aay thie Empire, We do 
not see them, for the very good reason 
that they are not often seen abroad. 
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Chained in dark back yards, they are 
only occasionally stumbled upon by 
symphetic Chinese Christians who re- 
port their case to the missionary.

CHINESE CURRENCY.

3.—The financial affairs of all 
Ministries in Peking to be con- 
trolled "by the Tueuihpa hereafter, 
instead of their being allowed to 
manage their own finances, as they 
are doing st present. Following the 
custom of foreign countries, all the 
Ministries in the Capital must submit 
their estimates for the following year to 
the Tnebihpa for sanction beforehand. 
‘The author of these suggestions 
believes that by such methods the real 
amount of Chinese duties and taxes may 
be known to the Central Government 
every year. Budgets may then be 
formed without which no effectual reform 
cean be introduced into the Chinese finan-| CI 
‘al system. The suggestions will por- 
ly be adopted as Prince Uhing, H. E. 
Yuan Shih-kai and a few other powerful 
authorities are in favour of them. But 
Viceroys and Governors are sure to 
oppose the scheme as it means the taking 
away of financial power from their hands. 
More than one protest has already been 
pat forward under different pretexts, 
the excuses nsed being much the same ax 
in the ease of the reduction of likin, 
as stipulated for in the Mackay treat 
of 1902. Considering that the 
ganization of the Chinese currency is 
the most diffcalt of all Chinese puzzles 
to solve at the present moment, it 
remains to be seen how far Censor 
Chao's proposals may be actnally ear- 
ried ont by the Chinese authorities. 
Censor Chao further accuses the 
Tnchihpn with being ax useless an 
institution as the now abolished Hupu 
(Board of Revenue), for. it h 
nothing effective to reform the Chinese 
financial question since its establish- 
ment in 1906. 
THE PAORHAS. ORATION. 


The Customs Taotai of Shanghai has 
obtained permission to xpend the sam 
of Tis. 100,000 for the building of new 
broad roads at Paoshan and other places 
‘adjacent to the foreign concession, The 
object of this move is partly to improve

SCHOOL. 


ORADUATING EXERCISES. 

The Faculty of McTyeire School held 
its Graduating Exercises onJFriday in 
McKendree Chapel sin the presence 
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of a large number of triefds, most- 
ly Chinese. Among the guests were 
Mr. Chas. Denby, American Consul- 
General, Dr. Fearn and Taotai Mao 
Liang. | Flags draped round the walls 
‘of the school-room and evergreens 
placed here and there gave a charming 
effect. The institution, which is a 
Chinese young Indies’ school, was first 
established: some years ago, and many 
pupils who have completed their 
education there have gone to America 
for a farther course, meeting with con 
siderable snecess, At  p.n. the school 
march was played and the students 
filed into the chapel and Dr. Fearn 
opened the ceremony with a prayer. 
‘A quartette by Misses Tong, Ching, 
Wei and Wong followed ; it was 
well sang and much appreciated by the 
audience. The other items on the 
programme, all ereditably rendered, 
included an essay in Chinese by 
Miss Wei “Chinesé Ethies ;” 
“The Two 
by Mixs Tong; an essay by 
Miss Ching, in English, on ‘China 
Old and New ;" ® concerto by Misses 
Tong and Chen. 

Mr. Chas. Denby, American Consnl- 
General, was then called npon to peak, 
and delivered the following interesting 
Chinese Education 




















It is » peculiar pleasure to me to 
welcome you young ladies into the 
ranks of those who have earned 
‘American diplomas. ‘This pleasure has 
adouble zest from two facts; the one 
of purely personal interest, na 
that this is the first oceasion on which 
Thave assisted in an active way at the 
conferring of scholastic degrees upon 
women ; the second, that, viewed 
broad light, the education of women in 
Qhina is a movement of the most 
tremendous significance and one which 
must excite the vivid interest of all 
who work for humanity. 

It has been the custom of the world 
from time immemorial to educate its 
young men. It seems to have been 
taken for granted that the girls would 
learn in the home circle more from 
example than from precept, and the 
world seemed to be largely satisfied 
that this learning from example 
covered all the learning which is 
required for the performance of the 
duties of the gentler sex. And yet it 
is strange that mankind should not 
have taken a deeper view of the educa- 
tion of what, perhaps, is after all the 
‘most influential half the race. 

‘The history of the East and of the 
West is not wanting in examples of 
the power wielded by intelligent women, 
not only in the highest circles of life, 
but in a wider sense throughout the 
homes of the world, for we have in our 
own speech a proverb bearing witness: 
to the great truth that “the hand 
that rocks the cradle rules the world.” 

‘Now, young Indies, I do not intend 
to devote the few minutes that I have 
to talk to you, to the repetition 
of didactic suggestions as to the duty 
‘of the educated woman in China. It 
may be taken for granted that your 
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beloved principal, Miss Richardson, 
and her able assistants, have inculeated 
all the lessons which I might presume 
to mention, I wish to touch on one 
side only of your opportunities in this 
world, that is. the possible tremendous 
influence which Chinese woman, brought, 
up in a Christian atmosphere, trained 
in the best that onr Christian civiliza- 
tion has to teach, may exercise for the 
elevating of her sisters. 

‘You are not, perhaps, to enter upon 
the same kind of life that awaits your 
sisters in America who at this season 
of the year are also being graduated at 
our American colleges. ‘The American 
girl geadnate is surrounded — with 
such a loving care, inspired with 
such worthy cxamples, eleva 
ted by such lofty ambitions and 
instruction that she is indeed to be 
envied, But yen are not to be pitied, for 
to yor, perhaps, is reserved a greater 
opportunity for good. 

‘Things are changing slowly in the 

nt large and rapidly in this 
., and the education of women is 
beginning to be recognized ax one of 
the most essential, one of the worthiest, 
duties of the race. 

T have been examining recently some 
of the reports of girls’ schools through- 
‘out China and they are filled with matter 
of intense interest. 

I note with pleasure from a Pe- 
king report that ‘the difference be- 
tween a girl who has been throngh the 
school and one of her own class who has 
not, is abont the same as between night 
and day.” What a tribnte is this to the 
efforis towards the education of women ! 

There are, however, some features of 
the reports which give mo less pleasure. 
Tt soems that a vory Inrge majority of 
the girls in foreign Schools come from 
Christian families only. In one report 
from Taian the proportion is given as 
99 per cent from Christian homes to ono 
per cent from non-Christian homes. This 
isnot as it shoold be. ‘The ceasons may 
be various. Perhaps the schools appeal 
only to the danghters of Christians; per- 
haps the schools are limited in eapacity, 
and can only receive the daughters of 
Christians, I notice also that the 
great majority of girl graduates remain 
in the schools a8 teachers or become: 
wives of Christin teachers and 
preachers. For this also there may be 
various reasons. Perhaps there are 
only enough graduates to supply the 
legitimate demand of the schools for 
farther assistants, or perhaps th 
Christian training unfits the graduates 
in some way to go ont among their 
people. While I feel 
these two features of the Christian 
education of women in China, I cannot: 
regard them as in any way a reproach 
to the schools. It is perfectly natural 
‘and proper that a Christian school 
should be conducted for the education 
of the girls of Christian families and 
that the graduates of these schools 
should take service themselves as 
teachers in Christian schools and as 
wives of teachers and preachers, but T 
see in the fact itself some ground 
‘of reproach to us people of the West. 
Do our schools only draw their pupils 







































from Christian homes because we do 
rigir 
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not demonstrate to other parents the 
advantages of the schools? Do the 
graduates of our schools all enter the 
active career of teaching because the 
demand for them entirely exceeds the 
sapply? If the answer to the abor 
two questions be in the affirmative, we 
men of the Christian nations of the 
West have failed in a great opportunity, 
If we have sincerely wished the enn- 
version of China to Christianity, why 
have we not serionsly considered the 
best means to convert the Empire? 
Why have we not thonght that the 
best way to convert a race is to convert 
the mothers of a race? When view 
‘at close qnarters the missionaries’ 
activity, I am filled with admiration 
for theie devotion, but I sometimes 
presume to wonder if their offorte are 
well direetod, I find that the efforts 
of the foreign teachers are devoted to 
the preaching of the goxpel, the spread 
of Christian literature, the caring of 
the sick, the education of the young, 
the prevention of opium smoking, the 
prevention of foot-binding, the pre 
vention of polygamy, with certain other 
subdivisions. These aro all worthy 
purposes, Is there any way 

which we can accomplish them all. at 
once? It seems to me that there is 
conceivable way. If we pnt a Christian 
wife and mother at the centre of every 
Chinese home we will go far toward 
realizing this way. Polygaimous. hus- 
bands do not marry Christian wives; 
tho husbands ef Christian wives do 
not use opiam ; the danghters of 
Christian mothers donot have bonnd, 
feet ; the children in Christian homes 
inherit by birth the true religion ! 

T have permitted myself to xpeak with 
freedom and you will soe why I s 
cordially favour the Christian education 
of Chinese women, I hope that some 
day the thonght may come to some 
philanthropist in America s0 to endow 
sch a school as this ax enormously to 
increase its power for good. I should like 
to wee a Christian Chinese girls’ school 
in Shanghai rejoicing in such resonrres, 
so ably conducted, 80 making its way 
in the confidence of the people of Chins, 
so well known as a mighty instrament 
for good, that the edneation of a daughter 
in it would be regarded by the well-to- 
do Chinese of the Empire as a priceles: 
privilege, T should like to see the girl 
graduate of snch a school stamped with 
such a recognized superiority to ber 
uneducated sisters that she wonld be 
ving testimony to the valne of Chris- 
tian influence and Christian edaeation. 

I should like in fact, to borrow # 
word from the ernde language of basi- 
ness, to see Christian brides command 
ing a premium in the Chinese mat 
monial market. And when we shall 
have placed @ Christian at the centre 
of every home in the land, the 
conversion of the Empire wi 
care of itself, and all the smaller issu 
will be decided in accordance therewith. 

I hope, therefore, that the zeal for 
the Christianization of China may be 
directed more and more toward thegirls, 
and that the Christian women's schools 
inay be reengnized hy the people of the 
whole country as the greatest, mpl 
power in the Empire. And as to JU 
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young ladies, you have a noble oppo 
tunity. You have # chance to show in 
your careers, whether as teachers or as 
workers in one of the many lines of use- 
fulness that are open to you, that the 
efforts that have been devoted to you 
herearenot in vain and that the education 
of Chinese women is a worthy task. 
While you are not the first graduates of 
this school, I think, from my observation 
of the present conditions in China that 
tone will have a greater chance for 
tsefalness than you. By your bearing 
and the influence which yon exert upon 
your contemporaries, the worth of the 
txiacation of women will to a perceptible 
degree be estimated. It may be re- 
served to some of you to be conspicnous 
examples of the advantages of the 
higher education of Chinese women. 

Tn welcoming you into the careers of 
asefalnass which await you, I wish 
to congratulate yon upon the excellent 
sarmandings that yon have enjoyed in 
your education and to express to you 
my heartfelt good wishes for your 
soccess in life, Be assured that 
yon enter npon the larger world 
accompanied" by the best. wishes of 
those who have at heart the interests of 
your country. 

In your catalogue I read your school 
motto: “ Live ! Love ! Grow !” May 
the life of your school be illustrative of 
the new life which we hope to see 
infused into tho raising up of this 
Empire ; may ita love be broad enongh 
and deep enongh to enable yon to 
bear your part in the duties that are 
wad may ite growth be such 
yor teachers and I and 
ors of the

of progress.” 

Taotai Mao-hiang then made a 


leogthy speech in Chinese to the students, 
hich was listened to with the keenest 
interest. He expressed the hope that 
the girls would go on steadily and 
learn as much aa they coald ; there was 
nothing that they could not do, and 
if they tried their best they would 








snceced. There was a time to do every-| 


thing, and when it was time for work, 
they should not play, but learn as 
hardas they could. He hoped that when 
the young ladies left school they would 
show an example to other ind offer 
them » helping hand in their troubles. 
Before distributing the diplomas, 
which numbered thirteen, Dr, Fearn 
said that he hoped that when the girls 
left school they would go ont and show 
others a good example and that they 
would not look down upon those who 
had not had the opportnnity they had, 
bat wonld help them. Dr. Fearn also 
explained that of the young Chinese 
girls that came into the school, fifty 
per cent were non-Christians, but he 
was glad to say that all the young 
ladies who received diplomas were 
Christians. When they left school 
they would not forget what they had 
learnt in the institution. Finally, he 
said that special thanks were due to 
Miss Mitchell, who was unable to be 
present, for all her hard work in teach- 
ing the young Indies music, in which 
they had shown great improvement.

THE ROYAL 
ASIATIC SOCIETY’ 
LIBRARY. 








It is not, perhaps, generally known 
in Shanghai that the local branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society han one of the 
most valuable, libraries of volumes 
written by Westerners concerning 
China, Tt is modestly housed in the 
building of the Society, 5 Masenm 
Road. ‘The foundation of the Library 
was the collection of books of the 
Inte Mr. Alexander Wylie, who stills 
remains the foreniost sinologue. Many 
additions were soon made by the gift 
of local residents. A catalogne was 
first prepared by Mr. Henri Cordier 
and this served as the basts of his great 
work * Bibliotheca Sinica.’ This eata- 
logue was revised and rearranged by 
Mr. von Hass and pnblished by the 

1894. Since that time 
many new volames have been added and 
it has long been felt that the catalogaing, 
should be rearranged according to the 
modern card system fo as to make it 
easy to find what is wanted. 

During the past winter the Society's 
building has been a scene of daily 
activity. ‘The Library has been com- 
pletely overhauled by the present Hon. 
Librarian, Mrs. F. Ayscongh, and her 
assistants, Mrs. Komowdki and Mr. 
Wong. Every book has been carefully 
examined, placed under its correct 
heading accordiny to the Dewey aystem, 
re-numbered and, where necessary, re- 
bound. A series of cross-references in 
given in the case of books that treat of 
more than one subject, 6o that the book 
‘an be found under the heading of each 
subject ax well as under the general 
heading to which its title mssigns it. 
Asan example Richard's “ Comprehen- 
sive Geography” can be found under 

Geography,” also if one is examining 
“China, Government and Adminis- 
tration,” or “ Chinese Empire, Rise and 
Progress af,” he will find references to 
Richard's Geography, since these topics 
fare also treated in that book. The 
method adopted ix that which is in vogue 
in modern libraries in the home lands

available for reference. 
‘The Library is open every day from 
9 a.m. till 12.30 and from 2 to 7.30 
p.m. inclading Sundays, These who 
have not visited it wonld be surprised 
to find snch sn up-to-date Library of 
invaluable books. 
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GERMAN 
SCIENTIFIC 
EXPEDITION. 


A party of six German scientists 
arrived at Hongkong on Monday weev, 
and they were to leave at the end of 
the week in th Peiho for the 
German possessions in the Sonth Seas 
where they .expect to remain for about 
two years. The expedition is being 
sent out from the Hamburg Scientific 
Institution and Professor Dr. Thilenius 
is in charge. . It is a scientific expedi- 
tion and its members will indulge in 
research inethnography, zoology, and bo- 
tany : and other studies may be under- 
taken in later years. ‘The old maseams 
possess arms, implements and idols 
from the primitive men of other conn- 
tries, and it is hoped to make » complete 
collection in the Sonth Seas before 
the people there, with the advance of 
civilization, forget how these things are 
made. The steamer Peiho, of the 
Hawarg-Amerika line, chartered for 
the expedition, is about 900 tons and 
will steam 10 knots, She is fitted ont 
thoroughly for this purpose. The vessel 
will be under Captain Vashel, who was 
formerly an officer in the South Polar 
expedition of the Gauss. He has two 
officers and three engineers, and Chinese 
as sailors. ‘The staff of the expedition 
consists of Professor Dr. Fulleborn, the 
well-known East African explorer, and 
assistant to the Institute for Tropical 
Diseases in Hamburg ; Dr. Duncker, 
of the Natural History Museum of 
Hamburg; Dr. Esche, the Chief of 
the Museum for ethnog: 
Muller, another specialist in ethno- 
graphy. A special collector is 
KE. Hellwig, who has lately gi 
the Museum for ethnography a collec- 
tion from the, Bismarck Archipelago. 
Mr. H. Vogel, the famous artist and 
painter, accompanies the expedition, 
‘and will take photograpbs and cinemato- 
graph pictures, and wake sketches, and 
wa er-colour drawings of such subjects 
as are desired. 


FLOODS IN 
KUANGTUNG. 


From Our Own Correspondent 


Shuichow, June 19, 1908. 


‘The Northern part of the province of 
Kuangtong has been devastated by the 
flood, which reached a higher level than 
‘any previous inundation in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitants. The flood of 
thirty-one years ago, in the third year 
of the present Emperor, stopped two 
feet lower than this one. The pre- 
fectural city of Shinchow stands on a 
high peninsala formed by the confluence 
of the Lokchong and the Namshung 
rivers, Both rivers drain a wide, 
mountainous tract of country, and when 
either is in flood it causes the North 
river to rise considerably, but when 
both are in spate, the North river is 
speedily transformed into @ “ proud 
swelling stream.” In the middle of, 







































last week the rain came in unwonted 
fulness, but the ensuing rise of ten feet 
on the river caused no uneasiness. On 

janday, however, it rained farionsly 
and continued with little intermission 
until Wednesday. The North 
rose rapidly in response and by Toceday 
afternoon the high river path, usually 
15—20 feet above water, was flooded and 
impassable. The tongue of land below 
the city was being quickly covered and 
many houses near the foreshore were 
all bat vubmerged, the’ eaves alone 
being visible. By 10 p.m. T found 
the water up to our compoand wall and 
still rising. 

It was a wild night of wind and rain, 
and next morning our front steps were 
almost covered, part of our garden was 
under water. Ourboat had been torn from 
its moorings and whirled away towards 
Canton, while the surface of water was 
dotted with wrockage, after which 
numerous boats darted, vulture-like, 
heedless of the danger and toil of row- 
ing up against the stream, after they 
had secured a share of the spoil. At 
one time « hnge timber raft swept dowo 
at a rapid pace with half-n-dozen craft 
in hot pursuit. Dexterously swinging 
themselves alongside, the _boatmen 
fastened ropes to it us easily as if it 
hiad been stationary and by some clever 
mancnuvring worked it to the baok 
whore they anchored it alongeide an- 
other raft already there. 


‘The rain still poured incessantly and 
now the path behind us was converted 
into a canal along which little canoes 
were travelling with furniture from 
houses already flooded. Although they 











| were homeless and had the further 


possibility of the houses collapsing, the 


F.|Chinese affected showed great non- 


chalance, joking with each other in the 
most unconcerned way. The farmers, 
‘once their cropx were under water, 
donned their ‘rain-proof’ coats of 
straw, and sallied forth to fish with 
nets, 

For a time a large field on the river 
bank kept the low-lying country behind 
it from the full force of the river, bat 
soon this was surmounted and the field 
flooded. After pouring through the 
brick-wall the flood brought down the 
wall, with » noise like an avalanche, and 
swept over the rice-fields. Thousands 
‘of acres, which in » few weeks would 
have been reaped, were ruined, and the 
district, unable to feed itself under 
normal conditions, is now faced with 
the prospect of famine. Hundreds of 
mad-brick houses collapsed before the 
unwonted strain, and while it is im- 
poésible in China to get complete figures, 
‘at least 300 people mast have lost th 
lives, and wany others have last their 
little all. 

It is an ill wind that belows nobody 
good, however, and I suppose the 
sarreyors of the Canton-Hankow rail- 
way will be glad of this opportunity of 
finding the tlood-level. They com- 
plained that they could get no satisfac- 
tory idea of the high-water mark 
from the conflicting and ambign- 
ous statements of the Chinese, but now

The Central Relief Organizing Com- 
mittee memorialized the Viceroy some 
time ago on the advisability of represen- 
ting to the Throne the urgent appro- 
priation of a large sum of money— 
fixed at $100,000,—towards the 
relief measures directed from Can- 
ton. His Excellency has now 
siven instructions to the officials 
‘of the Shanhoucbu to appropriate a 
sum of $200,000 from the funds of the 
Government Treasury in aid of the 
relief measure. 

The Shanhoucha bas subscribed 
10.000. Other donations have also 
reached the Flood Relief Ong ition 
Bureau. One is for $2,000 from the 
Salt Commissioner and the other 
$3,000 from the Salt Guild merchants. 

The Viceroy has subscribed out of 
his own private parse the sum of $3,000. 
Mr. Lai Cho Chuen, the Chinese 
Consul for Cuba, has donated by T. T. 
a sum of 81,000 towards the relief 
funds, 

The Kuanchow Prefect, on his return 
from his expedition to the inundated 
districts, has reported fully to the 
Viceroy on the conditions prevailing in 
the districts which have suffered by the 
flood. The prefect stated that, on one 
when rived at the 
Houkong hills, he found over 2,000 
sufferers gathered there ia a most 
miserable cond They had sought 
shelter on the hills and were on the 
verge of starvation. He and his sub- 
ordinates at once employed their best 
efforts to relieve the poor sufferers and 
continued their work there for two 
days. When all these refugees bad 
been supplied with their wants aud 
were sent to a place of safety, the 
Profect and his party moved on to 
another district. 

On July 2, the Legislative Council 
‘of Hongkong unanimously passed the 
resolution : that $30,000, be disbursed 
from the general revenue of the Colony 
‘as a donation from the Colony of 
Hongkong” to the fand for the relief 
of the sufferers from ‘lie recent floods 
in the Kuangtung and Kuangsi Pro- 
vinces.—“ The Hongkong Telegraph.”

house to North Szechuen Road, travel- 
ling up the North Szechuen Road at 
speed of about six or eight miles an 
hour. Before witness turned the corner 
from North Soochow Road he saw the 
tram car coming in the opposite direc- 
tion. Witness turned into the North 
‘Szechaen Road about ten yards in front 
of the tram-car, When witness was in 
North Soochow Road he noticed that 
the tram was being driven by a foreign 
driver. Before reaching Woochang 
Road witness heard « loud clanging of 
‘the tram bell and the frightened cries of 
the coolie who was standing at the back 
of the motor ear. Witness was driving 
at six to eight miles an hour. He] § 
looked back and saw the it hand 
edge of the tram-car was within three 
or our feet of his motor car. There 
‘was not room for the tram to pass 
witness and there was not sufficient 
room for him to make « sudden turn, 
60 he increased his speed to sbout 
twelve miles an hour. There were 
some ricshas on the same side as witness | j, 
and close to the curb : on the opposite 
side of the road there was very little| , 
traffic, The ricshas on witness's side| 
of the road were also going north. 
‘These rieshas must have turned into 
Boone Road. When witness got to’ 
Boone Road he saw traffic in it and he 
considered the possibility of escape by 
turning into Boone Road. When 
witness had increased his speed the’ 
tram also increased its speed. When 
witness became alarmed he blew 
his horn and signalled to an 
Indisn policeman who was standing at 
the Boone Road crossing. Having 
found that he could not turn into 
Boone Road with safety because of the 
traffic, witness proceeded along North 
Szechuen Road as he remembered that 
there was room for his car opposite No. 
18 North Szechuen Road—a house he 
frequently visited. Witness thought 
the best thing to do was to pull up 
‘opposite No. 18 North Szechuen Road 
and he turned in towards the kerb, put 
on the brake very strongly, put back 
the driving gear and jumped out, 
‘Witnese’s object in jumping out was to 
escape. In jamping out witness hurt 
his leg, barsting « blood vessel. Witness 
was in bed for « week and Dr. Fresson 
attended to his practice. Witness’s left 
leg had been injured before, but at the 
time of this occurrence witness was 
going about his ordinary duties. The 
tram-car at the same moment 
that witness jumped. The tram cleared 














the car. The number of the car was 
No. 3 and witness, seeing a Chinese 
driver looking round from the front of 
the car beckoned to him to stop. This 
signal was not complied with. Witness 
theo asked tbe Indian why he 
{id not stop the car and he replied that he 
did all he could to stop the car and put 
up his hands. A foreign gentleman 
named Golding went up to witness and 
spoke to him. Witness asked the 
policeman for his book and then the 
foreign driver of the tram came up. 
Witness tried to get the foreign driver's 
pencil to write » complaint 
stable’ book but he ead" 
me, tha _ 


Wito 

lent 8 pene i "Mr. Golding aa be 
wrote « complaint in the constable's 
book. Witness asked the foreign 
driver why he had chased him and ssid 
that his leg hed been injured. The 
driver replied “I cannot help that 

In America if they don’t get out of the 
way, we run them.” Witness, 
who was suffering a great deal of pain, 
attended an urgent case at No. 24 
North Szechuen Road and then made 
‘complaint at the Hongkew Police 
Station. Witness had done his best to 
get his original report. 

‘Cross-examined— Witness felt the 
pain in his leg immediately 
‘after jumping. Witness was af- 

flicted with varicose veins and 
was therefore predisposed to such an 
injury as he received. Witness had 
injured the leg two weeks previous to 
this accident by straining a sinew when 
taking part ina relay race at Nanyang 
College. The injury was in the same 
part of the leg as that sustained by 
jooriog ‘ont of the car, The tram car 
iad passed witness when he looked 
bol after alighting from his motor 
the tram passed at a rate of 
e miles an hour. Witness's object 
in jumping was to escape personal 
danger, ‘Tt was impossible for witness 
to ray anything to the driver of the 
tram whil was on his motor and 
the tram driver was on his car. 

By his Lordship—Witness put on 
his brake immediately he came to 
Boone Road crossing. 

Albert Edward Golding, assistant 
clerk in the employ of the Shangbai- 
‘Nanking Railway, said that he saw the 
‘motor car when it was on the south 
ide of Boone Road. The tram car 
was chasing the motor car and was 
two or three feet behind. It was rather 
an unusual sight and witness stuod to 
watch. Dr. Cox waved his hand and 
witness understood he wished the tram 
to stop. Dr. Cox polled up about 
thirty yards on the north side of Boone 
Road, and he jumped out of the car. 
Dr. Cox went and spoke to an Indian 
policeman who was at the Boone Road 
‘crossing. Witness identified the foreign 
driver of the car. This man told Dr. 
‘Cox that he would have run over him 
if it had happened in America. Wit- 
ness attended Court on a subpens. 

Cross-examined—There were two 
ricshas on the left hand side of the road 
‘between the tram lines and the kerb. 
It was thirty yards past Boone Road 
before Dr, Cox got off the tram track, 
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Indian P.C. 239 said that he saw 
the motor car followed by the tram car. 
‘The driver of the motor and his 
chauffeur were signalling for the tram 
to stop as there were many vehicles io 
front and it was difficult to pass. 
Witness also signalled to the tram to 
stop, but it did not do so. The tram- 
car collided with the motor-car a little, 
‘The motor car then pulled up by the 
side of the road. Dr. Cox made s 
complaint and wrote something in 

witness's book. Witness had- not 
brought his book to Court, 

The Court adjourned until 2 p.m. 

This case was continued at 2 p.m. 

Dr. Fresson stated that he attended 
Dr. Cox on May 19 and every day 
following for a week. Witness attended 
to Dr. Cox's patients for three weeks 
and did his duty in the Hospital for » 
little longer than that. Witness ex- 
Dr. Cox's leg after he strained 
‘a muscle in a race. Dr. Cox was able 
to do his professional work quite well 
after that. Witness examined Dr, Cox 
with Dr. Jackson one morning. This 
was some time after the accident. 

This was all the evidence for the 
plaintiff. Mr. Wilkinson again com- 
mented on the fact that the Indian 
policeman had not produced his book in 
response to the subpana, Counsel 
said that the police gave him great 
‘assistance in his public duties he 
thonght they should do no in his private 
duties and that they must learn that 
they were the servants of the public 
‘and not their masters, 

Mr. Wilson opened the case for the 
defence and commented that twelve 
miles an hour was s slow pace for s 
tramear to travel with the up-to-date 
appliances they had, He argued that 
the tramear was entitled to follow w 
Dr. Cox closely, boing ready for any 
emergency and that a fast vehicle 
overtaking a slower one was entitled to 
sound its warning and request to be let 
through. Connsel cited Wakelin r. 
London and South Western Railwa 
Co. (12 Appeal Cases 41.) 00 
the point that plaintiff was bound 
to prove a direct connexion between 
the negligence complained of and the 
































accident or injary. Mr. Wilson, in 
dealing with the particulars of negli 
gence alleged, also cited Sharp and 
Powell (L.

Dr. E.D, Jackson stated that he 
went to see Dr. Cox with Dr. Freson 
on May 22. Witness did not disagree 
with Dr. Fresson as to what happened. 
Varicose veins were more likely to 
rupture than veins which were not 
diseased. Witness came to the concla- 
sion that this was a hematoma, In Dr. 
‘Cox's case it would be three weeks to 
8 month before this would be healed 
up. If Dr. Cox had ruptored the 
tendon in his leg some weeks previous- 
ly that rapture was more likely to be 
complete than partial. Witness had not 
seen a partial rapture of the tendon of 
the leg. This was a very small tendoo 
and if it was raptared it would probably 
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have been a total rupture and Dr. Cox 
would have been laid up for weeks. 

Oross-examined—Such an injury as 
Dr. Cox sustained might have been 
caused by jumping violently out of his 
motor car. In view of his previous 
accident injury might be caused by 
putting a'strain on the leg. Witness 
would go to bed for three weeks for 
‘Tis. 750. 

Frank Martin Ballard, Traffic [n- 
spector on the tramway, said that he 
was in charge of the Carter Road and 
Rifle Range route. He had had 
charge of that roate for three months 
and he had for nine months done 
similar work at Jacksonville, Florida. 
On the day in question there were 
several cars held up on the Garden 
Bridge and witness boarded the Rifle 
Range car, took it away and tried to 
put it on time. In putting # car on 
time an inspector was not allowed 
to drive faster tl & — motor- 
man, bat be made up time on stoppages. 
On entering North Szechuen Road ‘Dr. 
Cox went in front of the car. Witness 
clanged his bell, but Dr. Cox would 
not get off the track. Dr. Cox never 
increased his «speed, rather did he 
ilecken his speed near Boone Rosd. 
Witness “ drifted’ most of the way 
up the road after he came close behind 
Dr. Cox. He never went over eight 
wiles an hour between Soochow Road 
and Boone Road. (ioing at eight 
mile an hour, with the emergency 
brake a car could be pulled up easily 
within eight feet. At times when 
following Dr. Cox witness got very 
close to Witoess followed Dr. 
Cox for » distance of 370 yards and 
was close up behind him most of the 
time. Dr. Cox torned his head twice 
and apparently he thought it was 
very fanny keeping witness back. 
Witness saw that Dr. Cox was going 
to swerve off the rails so he pulled 
2 he knew Dr. Cox must go 

off gradually. Witness saw Dr. Cox 
try to get oat of his car round the 
wheel: he was very angry at the 
time and it appeared as if he 
wanted to stop witness from getting 
away. Dr. Cox was looking up 
at witness. when he passed. Witness 
“fed up” the car and then handed it 
orer to the motor-man and jumped off. 
‘When witness got back Dr. Cox was 
talking to» Sikh policeman. Dr. Cox 
went to take witness's pencil and he 
politely informed him that he wished 
to use it himeelf, Witness asked Dr. 
Cox his name and took the number of 
his car thinking that he might be pro- 
ceeded against for obstruction. Witness 
id not tell Dr. Cox that be would have 
been ran over in the States; what he 
said was that if he had been in the 
United States and hung on the rails so 
long he would have been politely push- 
ed off. There was no obstruction in 
front of Dr. Cox and there was 
nothing to prevent witness pro- 
ceeding except Dr. Cox. Witness 
gum the width of road space between 
the Tines and the kerb. Witness was 
4 professional motor car driver and had 
meed cars. He did ee consider that 
‘Dr. Cox was in danger. There was 
saficiont room for Dr Cox to get off 
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the track and allow witness to pass. 
Witness was going under eight miles| 
an hour when Dr. Cox swerved off the 
track. When witness walked up to 
Dr. Cox he was very angry and was 
trying to obtain witnesses. 

Crose-examined—Witness had re- 
signed from the service of the Tramway 
Co. He was not leaving on sccoant of 
negligence, bat he resigned because 
of the small salary. Witness was! 
driving a car when » wheelbarrow 
coolie was knocked down and his thigh 
was broken. The coolie was clear of the! 
‘car, bat he backed into the car and 
the handle of his barrow caught. Dr! 
Cox refused to get ont of the way so! 
that witness had to keep going at eight 
milesan hour. The cars were guaranteed 
to go fifteen miles au hour and witness: 
hhad not seen one go faster. 

By His Lordship—Dr. Cox stopped 
on the corner of Boone Road on the 
south side. 

Arthur Clement stated that he was 
travelling on the tram-car and boarded 
it on the Garden Bridge, Ballard was| 
driving the car. On entering the 
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They are as follows. 

The plaintiff is the owner of a motor 
car measuring § {t. from axle to axle, 
outside measurement. 

On the afternoon of the 19th May 
1908 he proceeded in this motor car 
from his house to North Szechuen Road: 
as he came to the crossing of Soochow 
Road and North Szechaen Road, he 
saw approaching the same crossing 
from an opposite direction, a tramcar, 
of which he took particular notice from 
the fact that it wax being driven by 
foreign driver. 

The plaintiff tarned into North 
Szechuen Road some ten yards ahead 
of the tramear and proceeded up that 
road, at a speod he thinks of about 
six to eight miles an hoor. 








thus going up North Szechuen Road 
he did not think abont the car until be 
ot close to Woochang Road, from 
which it may be deduced that the tram- 
car did not inconvenience him in any 
way until he had traversed more than 
or at least half the distance between 
the crossing of Boone Road & Soochow 





North Szechuen Road witness heard| Road. 


the continnons clanging of the bell so 
he thonght something exciting was 
going on and he passed into the first 
class compartment and looked ahead. 
He saw a motor car on the rails and 
The tram 
followed the motor for a long distance. 
The motor car was going about 
eight miles an hour. By Boone Road 
the motor car went to the side of the 
road and witness went hack to the 
second class compartment of the car. 
Witness then saw a foreigner ranning 
after the tram. Witness did not see 
any obstruction by ricthas, ‘The tram 
mast have slackened otherwise 
the motor car could oot have got ont, 
of the way.” 

Cross-examined—Witness was out 
of employment at the time of the 
accident. He was now in the employ 
of the French Tramway Co. 

Donald McColl, manager of the 
Tramways, stated that Mr, Ballard 
went to him the other day and said 
that he had obtained a better sitnation 
and he wished to resign. 

Counsel then addressed the Court. 

His Lordship reserved his decision 
as the case was likely to be of some 
interest. He waid that he would give 
jndgement on Thriday.

JuDuEMERT. 

Hia Lordsip gave jedgouet in 
this action as follows :-— 

In this case the plaintiff claims 
‘Tis. 750 damages for perwoual injuries 
canned by the defendants or their 
servants on the 19th day of May, 1908, 
by tho negligent driving of a tramcar 
iin North Szechuen Road. 

Particulars of the definite acts of 
negligence complained of were sabse- 
‘quently fled, with them I will deal in 
detail later, bt first it will be necee- 
sary for me to set ont at some length 
‘the facts on which the plaintiff bases 





his claim and the attendant circam- 
stances which in an action of this nature 
fare very material and relevant. 
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Then plaintiff says he heard the load 
clanging of a bell and the frightened 
cries of his coolie who was standing 
up behind his car: in consequence he 
looked round and saw just the corner of 
the tram three or fonr feet behind his 
car. 

Plaintiff then says he considered 
what he had better do. He came to 
the conclusion there was not_room on 
the road for him to pall in to 
the side and to let the car pass 
with safety, 60 he increased the speed 
up to about twelve miles an hour so 
‘ax to go ahead of the car. 
some ricshas in froot on the left side 
of the road between the rails and kerb, 
bat otherwise apparently the road was 
clear of traffic. 

The plaintiff considered the advis- 
ability of palling into Boone Road for 
safety, but seeing traffic there he went 
on and pulled up a short distance from 
the crnssing on the left hand side of 
the road, opposite a house, in’ which 
lived one of his patients, whom he had 
frequently visited in his motor car, and 
at this place be knew well there was 
room for a tram-car to pass clear of 
his car. 

As soon as he stopped plaintiff 
jamped out and on alightiog on the 
roaed he burst a blood vessel in his 
leg by reason of which he undoubtedly 
saffered much inconvenience and con- 
siderable loss. It is for this injury he 
now seeks compensation. 

The defence is « denial of negligence, 
and in the alternative that if there was 
negligence the damage complained of 
was too remote :— 

From the evidence produced for the 
defendants it appears that there had 
been a block on the tram line farther 
dowo the road, and Mr. Ballard, « 
traffic Inspector, took charge of the car 
complained of with the object of making 
‘up tite, not, he says, by driving faster 
than an ordinary motorman, bat on the 




















stoppages. 
Mr. Ballard admits that he followed 
Plaintiff's car from Soochow Road crose- 
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ing to just past Boone Rosd crossing 
‘and that he was very close to Dr. Cox's 
car for s considerable portion of that 
distance : he states the road was clear, 
and though as a matter of fact he did 
not travel fasterthan cight miles an hour, 
it was only because Dr. Cox, who was 
travelling on the rails at that pace, 
would not let him go though he 
alleges there was plenty of room on the 
road for the latter to pull aside. He 
admits ringing his bell to try and 
yet Dr. Cox to pull aside, but 
‘the latter refused, so he had to 
regulate his pace by Dr. Cox, who 
never ier ‘speed at any time. 
He states that he had bis car under 
perfect control all the time and when 
he saw Dr. Cox was going to swerve 
to the side he slowed down acoordingly, 
then when Dr. Cox was safely at the 
side he went on past him: as he was 
passing he saw Dr. Cox struggling to 
got round the steering wheel. 

‘The first question on these facts for 
consideration were the defendants: 
negligent in driving at too great rate 
of speed having regard to the traffic at 
the time and place of the alleged acci- 
dent ; for so reads the first particulars 
of the definite acts of negligence com- 
plained of. 

‘The rate of speed under the cirenm- 
stances is the only act of negligence 
alleged. 

‘The burden is on the plaintiff firet 
of proving that the speed was excessi 
—and second, of showing that tl 
sustained by the plainti 
the tse of such excessive speed. 

‘Now whatwas the speed of the tramcar? 
‘The plaintiff cannot pot it at any time 
higher than about twelve miles an hour: 
until he looked round and saw the corner 
ofthe tram car three or four feet behind 
him he had ne idea it was there, h 
it had been in that relative position he 
cannot say, and as a matter of fact it 
was only the cries of his coolie and the 
bell that drew his attention to it at all; 
bat the evidence for the defence ex- 
tublishes the fact that the tramear had 
been Iqllowing close behind the plain- 
tiff's motor-ear practically from  Soo- 
chow road, i.e. the tram had not been 
soing faster. than six to eight miles an 
hour the speed maintained by the plain- 
tiff who was in front. 

How the progression of the tramcar 
at this speed behind the plaintiff put 
the plaintiff in danger I cannot con- 
ceive, It has not been alleged or 
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hhimself in grave peril, peril of what ? 
Peril I immagine of being crashed into by 
a tram car admittedly under perfect 
control. By the evidence, not only has; 
no presumption, even, been raised that 
the tram car would have crashed into 
plaintiff's motor car, but it is 
obvious fiom the whole evidence 
that the wpeed of the tram car was 
regalated sad deterinined according to 
the speed of the motor car, six to eight 
miles an hour : not excessive either for 
the motor car or the tram under the 
circamstances of a clear road and no 
traffic. ‘The tram car would have pass 
ed if it could have done #0 but it could 
not for the plaintiff's car was on the 
rails, 

‘The plaintiff states he put on speed 
and the tram car did the same, and he 
finally sought safety in spot where he 
knew the tran could pass his motor 
standing at the side of the road, and 











them he jumped out, with the ‘wain 
object of rendering himeelf safe 
and incidentally also of stopping the 





train driver with whom he was admitted- 
ly very angry. 

I sympathize with Dr. Cox in his 
anger, for I think he had cause; but 
IT cannot see that he bad vause to 
consider himself in peril by reason of 
the speed of the defendants’ trau) and 
consequently in my opinion he cannot 
legitimately attribute to the defen- 
dants the injury sustained by an act of 
his own volition, the outoome of a 
species of panic for which there was no 
reasonable or adequate cause. 

The second particular of negligence 
complained of reads ax follows. 

“Negligence of the driver or other: 
servants of the company in that he or 
they being in of an over-taking 
carriage did not slacken speed or 

aware that the plaintiff was in 
front of the car of the defendants and 
proceeding in the saine direction and on 
his proper side of the road and at» 
proper rate of speed, that is to way 
that the defendants chased the car of 
the plaintiff. 

‘There was uo duty on the defendants’ 
driver to stop or to slacken his xpeed 
because plaintiff's motorcar was in 
front of the tram, unless by 
perseverance in such speed it was caleu- 
lated to be dangerous to the plaintiff 
or other asers of the road. 
have already found that the speed 
maintained by the defendants was 
not excessive under the circumstances, 

















proved that the tram car was going at 
such an excessive speed as to render a 
collision inevitable,certain or even likely, 
if the plaintiff had not done something 
or other to avoid it. 

The plaintiff merely says he saw the 
tram car a few feet behind him : at what 
speed the tram car was then actually 
going he cannot say: nor is there 
any allegation that the tram driver had 
not perfect control of his machine, or 
was not in a position speedily to apply 
‘the brake or that he was not vigilant in 
observing the track and the motor car 
in front of him. But what I am in 
fact to find is, that because 
plaintiff saw a tram travelling in the 
same direction as himself a few feet 
behind him, he bad good cause to desm 








‘nor from that cause dangerous to the 
plaintiff. Therefore on this count also 
the plaintiff's action fails. The first 
defence set up by the defendants appears 
to me to be good, aud judgement must 
be entered for the defendants on that 
ground. Even if it were otherwise, 
‘and I had found negligence as all 

I do not consider that the injury 
ed by the plaintit 













view, however, of my first i 
uonecessary for ine to discuss the law 
‘on this point. 

T have given judgement for the defen- 
ants in this case as T consider in law 
they are entitled to the same. At the 
same time I must not be taken as 
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approving of the conduct of the driver 
‘of the dofendents’ tram on this 
ccoasion. 1 am far from doing so, 


The highways of a town are for the 
ase of the public generally, und for the 
use of every class of vehicles, be they 
fast or slow: on them the traffic cau 
only be conducted with safety and 
cowfort to the public and all concerned, 
if all concerned are reasonable and 
considerate in their actions. There 
must uevesarily be » certain amount 
of give and take: those going at une 
speed must 90 conduct their couree 
and control their speed x not to 
endanger, hamper, or obstruct those 
going at another or the same speed 
they ought not to cause unecesssary 
annoyance to others either. 

Tramcars are alio governed by 
these general principles, even though 
by the nature of their progression 
they are limited to going in « 
straight line. For « slow vehiale, 
for example ricsha to remain on 
the tram-lines aid 00 hamper the 
progress of « tram-car, when it would 
be equally compatible’ with ity’ ona 
safety and convenience to give way to the 
tram-car, is uot le conduct, and 
legitimate sonree of annoyance. It 
is an equally unreasonable use of the 
highway by the tram-oar, if it try to 
hustle out of the way vehicles going 
‘ata smart and reasonable rate of speed 
in relation to the nature of the road 
and traffic, just because it wishes 














to go as little faster. And for 
& tram conductor to sey that

reasonable way, is to my mi 
nonsense, and the tram driver's conduct 
in trying to got. the plaintiff off the

would speedily bring the Tramway Co. 
into evil repute, and give rise to much 
bitterness and”ill-feeling against thew, 
a result which, in their own interests, I 
fam sure it is their wish to avoid. 

‘On this oceasion | do think the con- 
duct of the driver was calculated to give 
rise to much legitimate sager and 
annoyance, and formed subject for 
complaint, bat s# T have said, I se 








20 negligent, or ry 
sustained by Dr. Cox can be attributed 
to the speed of the tramcar, or to the 
fect that the tramcar persisted in its 
course behind the motor-cer, Since 
the plaintiff has failed to prove thet 
soch action in fact endeagered bit,

Mr, Wileon said fhat if a complaint) 
had been made to the Tramway Com- 
pany with regard to the condnet of the 
Griver an apology wonld have been 
given, The Company received a letter 
from Mr. Jones asking if the Tramway 
Cémpany considered themselves liable,

received before the writ was issned. 
Defendants had no opportunity of dis- 
cnssing the matter with Dr. Cox. 
Connsel thought that in spite of his

the award was bad in point of law on 
the face of it or alternatively because it 
did not extend to all matters submitted 
to the arbitrators. 


JUDGEMENT. 


By « submission undated, the firms 
of Brunner, Mond & Co., of Shanghai 
and Curtis Bros., of Chefoo, referred all 
matters in difference between them to 
the award of Messrs, J.C. Fraser and 
V.R. Eckford with reference to Mr. 
H. F, Brady; as ompire, if necessary. 

Subsequently each perty sent in 
written statements to the arbitrators, 
‘and each replied in writing to the first 
statement so sent in by the others. 

The arbitrators being in agreement 
drew up and signed an award dated the 
‘March 30, 1908, which is as follows 
(award read.) 

‘The firm of Brunner, Mond and Co. 
now seek by motion to set that award 

ide on two grounds (1) that the 
award was on the face of it bad in law : 
(2) that it was not fioal inasmuch as 
the arbitrators had failed to decide on 
all the matters submitted to them. 

The motion is founded on

Dealing with the points in order of

& Co. and whether they have, therefore, 
rendered themselves liable for all claims 
on account of business done.” 


It appears to me that this award does 
not finally adjadicate upon the matter 
in difference. No specific issues 
are raised by the parties, but 
the parties say to the arbitrators :— 
“ Here are certain facts, on those facts 
are Curtis Bros. responsible 7” 

If the arbitrators had then said, 
“Curtis Bros. are not responsible," I 
do uot see how the award could be 
set aside because the whole matter of 
difference would have been adjudicated 
on, and whether right or wrong, the 
award would have been unassailable, 
and it would not have been open toa 
party to say :—“The arbitrators have 
not considered this point or that point.” 


But the arbitrators bave not done 
that, what they have doie is to mistake 
not only the scope, but the meaning 
of the submission and to adjudicate on 
‘one contention set up by the parties as 
to the matter in difference ; they have 
not fally or finally adjudicated on the 
matter in difference, they have merely 
adjudicated upon one contention in 
relation to the matter iv difference, and 
ing done that they ought in order to 
their award good, to have continu- 
‘ed and adjudicated specifically upon all 
the contentions of the parties in rela- 
tion to the matter in difference, as, for 
example, the question of liability of 
Curtis Bros. as agents with or without 
notice of the contract, questions un- 
doubtedly set up in the case submitted 
by Brunner, Mond & Co.; however 
faulty they may have considered such 
contentions to be, in adjudicating upon 
this matter in difference the arbitra- 
tors were bound to consider them, if 
they had given « general award with- 
oat unnecessary particularity it would 
have been presumed that they had 
considered them. 

If the arbitrators considered that, 
‘apart from the matter of the contract, 
Branner, Mond & Co. had no case and 
had said'so and then bad proceeded to 














give a particular finding on the con-| nf 


tract, that also would have been good, 
but though possibly that is what the 
arbitrators meant to say ; unfortunately 
they did not say s0, but said something’ 
quite different. 

The award must be set aside on the 
second ground set forth in the motion, 
namely, that it does not extend to all 
matters submitted to the arbitrators, or, 
as I prefer to put it, because it is 
not final, certain and sufficient ter- 
mination of the matter in dispute. 

Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co. were 
the parties who. sought the settlement 
of this matter by arbitration and it was 
they who desired to fixed the responsi 
ility for loss incurred on Curtis Bros, 
‘and consequently it was on them to lay 
their case before the arbitrators with 
such lucidity and precision as to render 
an abortive award sach as tl 
improbable; this in my 
failed to do: I decide in th 
and set aside the award, but each 
party must bear his own costs.

His Lordship said that counsel mast 
consider the ‘ ourt and the convenience 
of the jury. 

Mr. Home said that consolidation of 
the actions was impossible and the 
evidence for the plaintiffs would not be 
the same. Each plaintiff would give 
his own evidence on his own behalf, 

His Lordship—Certainly, if there is 
any evidence to be given. You will 
give evidence and if Mr. Douglas has 














any evidence to give he certainly will 
give it. 

Mr. Home pointed out that this 
action might involve a question as to 
professional misconduct of members: 
of the Bar. It was only here and only 
as « local circumstance, and he hoped 
s temporary one, that barristers might 
be in partvership.

His Lordship—I think that if Mr. 
Donglas wants to put any questions he 
can put them through the Court. 

‘Mr. Donglas said that that would 
satisfy him. He would leave the conduct. 
of the case as far as possible in Mr. 
Home's bands. 

His Lordship—I am sure you will. 
With regard to the cross-examination 
of witnesses ? 





Mr. Home—The same arrangement 
will do, my Lord. 

Ino reply to his Lordship Mr. 
McNeill said that be was quite in his 
Lordship's hands as to these arrange- 
ments. 

His Lordship said that he supposed 
both plaintitfs would sum up. 

‘Mr. Home said that he thought they 
would do s0. 

Mr. Douglas said that they would 
reserve the right both to sum up to the 
jury. 

‘Mr. Home said that before the jury 
was called he had a technical objection 
to make to the defendants’ pleadings, 
Counsel drew his Lordship's attention 
to the first paragraph of defendants’ 
statement of defence. “ The defendants 
admitted paragraphs 1—8 but they did 
not admit 9 and 10 of the statement 
of claim. Counsel's contention was 
that the words “they do not admit 
paragraphs 9 and 10 of the statement 
of claim” ought to be struck ont. 

His Lordship read paragraph nine

Mr. Home sid that it was not 
properly made.

Mr. McNeill—I am quite willing to 











His Lordship—Very well. 

Mr. Home said that his second ob- 
jection was a more serious one. The 
defendants, he submitted, ot en 
titled to deny generally paragraphs 
nine and.ten in this way. It was their 
duty to deal separately with each alle- 
gation of fact, There was a series of 
statements in that paragraph and they 
should be dealt with separately. 

His Lordship—I suppose each is 
denied categorically. 

Mr. Home—No. 

Mr. McNeill—I think that perhaps 
T ought to have said that the defendants 
did not admit each or any of the 
gations. 

His Lordship—The gist of the action 
is libel or not libel. 

Mr. Home—It is admitted my lord. 

His Lordship—Where there 
libel that goes to the root of the action. 
You have to show from the facts thet 
on a certain date you wore libelled.

That does not go to the root of the 
matter. This is really wasting time. 

Mr. Home—It my friend denies 
categorically each and every allegation

‘Mr. Home said that under the local 
practice it was laid down that io civil 
eases the same right of challenge was 
given as in England and each side 
had three peremptory challenges. 
Counsel read Rale thirty-two, sub- 
seetion four, of the Orders in Council. 

Mr. McNeill said that he understood 
plaintiffs wanted six peremptory 
challenges betweeo them.

By the Court—Mr. Pallen thought 
it was unnecessary to call a meeting 
because he did not consider it a serious 
matter. 

By Mr. MeNeill—I went to see 
Mr. Home to take advice. I thought 
I had an open hand to act for Mr. 
Pullen, according to the advice I re- 
ceived from Mr. Home, I was a party 
to the step Mr. Home took in tele 
phoning to Mr. Bell and at that time 
Lknew Mr. Perry had gone to try and 
effect a settlement with the lady. 1 
did not discnss with Mr. Home the 
advisability of writing to Mrs. Scott 
and telling her that if she published the 
letter she did it at her risk, for { had 
an idea that a lawyer was acting for 
her. [told Mr. Home that according. 
to my information Mrs. Scott was 
threatening to pnblish the letter in 
some other paper if the > North-China 
Daily News” did not publish it, bat 1 
did not suggest that Mr, Home should 
write to the other papers as I did not 
think it necessary. 

By the Court—I thought it was 
sufficient to stop the publication in the 
“North-China Daily News.” and [ did 
not think it wonld be published in 
any other paper. 

By Mr, McNeill—It did not occur 
to me that Mr. Bell migh 
the letter back to Mrs. thongh 
he had been threatened with libel pro- 
ceedings and she had threatened to 
send the letter elsewhere. I found 
cont afterwards that it was her 
letter. After 1 had seen Mr. Home 
1 saw Mr. Pollen, and as near as 
I can remember I told hit Lind sec 
Mr. Home and that Mr. Home had 
advised that a letter shonld be written 
on his (Mr. Pullen's) behalf to the 
Secretary of the “ North-Vhina Daily 
News" Company, but I am not sre 
that I mentioned anything abont the 
Cathedral School.

By Mr. MeNeill—The letter which

The head~ 
ing—A Case for the Bar Society 
—and the paragraph which followed, 
clearly indicated that the letter had 
been written without instructions and 
the action was not in accord with the 
best traditions of the profession to 
which both he and the plaintiffs had 
the honour to belong. He did not 
defend the statements made which 
should not have been ased in reference 
to a gentleman in the position of Mr. 
Howe, or in th n of Mr. Doaglas.

On resuming Mr. McNeill addressed 
the jury and said that the evidence on 
which the jary had to decide the care 
was very clear and free from doubt, and 
as the jury had followed it closely there 
was very little for Counsel to add.

intended the letter to take. An ex- 
planation of why the letter had 
been addressed to the Secretary had 
been given and he should be wrong if 
he did not ‘refer to that explanation. 
He regretted that the explanation was 
made, because Mr. Home made it an 
oceasion for the statement that there 
had been a disagreement between the 
Editor and Directors. That statement 
was worthless, being made on 
Mr. Home's mere statement of hearsay ; 
it was also quite untrno, and it should 
not have been made. Mr. Home's ex- 
lanation regarding the letter had 
entirely failed because Mr. Home could 
not have intended that the letter should 
have doneanything but reach the Editor's 
hands, to stop the publication of the 
letter it was desired to stop.

His Lordship, summing up to the 
Jury said that in considering the very 
important case they had to decide they 
had one great advantage, in that they 
hhad seen in the witness box gentlemen 
to give evidence who, he believed, one 
and all had not only spoken the absolute 
trath, but who hed tried to convey 
a right impression. As far aa the facts 
went that made the case very much 
easier.

niece also resided, Her mother-in-law 
scolded, insulted and abused her. Com- 
plainant did not get her meals properly. 
the servants were not allowed to talk 
to her and would not obey her orders, 
‘and if complainant went to the meal 
table she was not spoken to by the 
others. Last year her husband struck 
her becanse she did not go and see hix 
mother when the latter was ill, In 
June, 1907, witness wrote to her 
mother in Singapore, asking her to 
come to Shanghai, ‘Shortly after her 
mother arrived witness fell ill and went 
into the hospital, and on her release 
rom the hospital 'a meetiry wax held, 
at which Messrs. David Abraham, 
Simon \. Levy and Aaron E. Moses, 
as well as both complainant and de- 
fendant were present. Fora few months 
alter the meeting witness received better 
treatment, after which she wax again 
ill-treated. If she wanted food she had 
to goton small table and get it and 
there was none there. The 
servants, if asked to do anything by 
witness, snid they were told by the 
honse-mistress not to take ang notice of 
her. Several times witness had to xo 
without food and if she wanted to go

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A JAPANESE STEAMER 
ASHORE. 

On Wednesday afternoon the M. B. 
KK. chartered str, Seiko Mat 
ronte from Japan to Shanghai with a 
cargo of coal, ran ashore in the South- 
east Bay of the North Saddle Island.

JAPANESE MILITARY 
MANGUVRES. 

General Chanoine, formerly French 
War Minister, and now Military At- 
tache at Tokio, writing to the “ Ganloia” 
with regard to the last manmuvres of 
50,000 Japanese troops, says that the 
impression of the foreign officers pre- 
sent was that the Japanese Army had 
made enormous progress since the Inst 
war, With artillery the Japanese beat 
the world. Their new q.-f. guns, much 
superior to those employed in the 
Russo-Japanese War, are effective at 
a range of 4,000 metres, a thing un- 
known in the Manchurian battles. The 
artillery men serving these guns, four 
to each gun, are completely protected 
by steel shields. These guns are entirely 
manufactured in Japan. Every in- 
fantry regiment is provided with four 
machine-guns, very superior to the old 
Hotchkiss. Discipline, drill, and equip- 
ment of the other arms are, perfect,

They 
spoke of the great extension of lines 
which had already taken place since the 
first success in making a permanent line 
was attained ; referred to the difficul- 
ties, and mentioned the lines opened 
and proposed ; and predicted great bene- 
fit from them not only to the Chinese, 
nt to the foreigner as well. 

Just now, these are the points that 
are being most emphasized by awakened 
and progressive Chinese ; namely dis- 
coveries and inventions along mechani- 
cal lines ; edneation and scientific at- 
tainments ; national spirit and patriot- 
ism. In every instance Western coun- 
tries are held up asthe pattern to follow. 
This is well, and can but meet with the 
approval of every well-wisher of China. 
There is one other point which they 
should add to the things specially 
songht after in this connexion, and it 
is the most important point of all, if 
China is to “take her place alongside 
the other nations,” the improvement and 
progress of the nation along moral lines.

Reserving for further con-| 
sideration the technical grounds upon 
which the Japanese Government bases 
its objections to the Fakumen line as s 
competitor with the S. M. Railway, it 
is pertinent here to recapitulate the 
avowed objects of the Anglo-Japanese 
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Alliance. They are thas fittingly 
described by the Japanese author above 
quoted (Professor Asakawa) 
“The alliance exists solely for the 
purpose of safeguarding effectively the 
interests already acypired by the two 
Powers on the common ground, and it 
ix implied in an unmistakable manner, 
that those interests may best be 
tained by the total abstention, 
event, from all aguressive or exclusive 
tendencies in China and Korea, and, 
what is equally important, that the 
observation of these principles would 
forcibly tend to preserve the general 
peace in the Far East. Owing tw the 
covert violation of these principles by 
another Power, however, peace bas been 
broken but the Anglo-Japanese agree- 
ment has not expired. The latter would, 
however, fall to the ground, the moment 
one of the parties, either ay a result of 
x war or otherwi ald attempt to 
depart from the 
door and the territorial integrity of the 

neighbouring Empires.” 
Tt can scarcely be serionsly believed 
kio that the veto imposed by the 























nt person as consistent with a 
intended to safegnard effectively 
the interests already acquired by the 
two Powers on the common ground.” 
Equally inadmissible is the Japanese 
Government's contention that “the 
policy of the open door does not prevent. 
Railway exploitation.” Here, again, 
everything depends on the meaning of 
the terms nsed ; but there can be no 
question that the exclusive privileges 
claimed by Japan in connexion with 
her ownership of the S. M. Railway 
fare a complete repudiation of the open 
door policy. Railways may be, and 
‘are, built on Chinese territory as finan- 
cial and industrial enterprises in which 
foreign Powers are interested, and thix 














without violation of the open door, so 
ong as the enterprises in question are 
for the benefit of, and under the direc 
tion, of the Imperial Chinese Govern- 
ment, affording equal commercial op- 
portnnities to all comers ; bat it were 
fatile to assert that the doctrine of 
equal opportunities ix compatible with 
such privileges and snch control as 
Japan is now endeavouring to exercise 
over Manchuria by virtue of her 
acquisition of the 8. M. Railway. If 
proof of this statement be needed, by 
those unacquainted with the situation, 
it is to be found in the fact that the 
Municipal Regulations recently promul- 
xated in the name of the Russian 
Railway authorities at Harbin, regala- 
tions which ignored the Treaty rights 
of the xabjects of all other Powers, 
received the diplomatic spproval and 
support of the Japanese Government on 
the understanding that similar condi- 
tions would be recognized by Russia as 
applicable to the Japanese Railway 
Settlements in Southern Manchuria ! It 
ix useless to deny the fact that the 
Southern Mancharian Railway, won by 
Joyan’s victorious arms, is au instrament 
iu the hands of the Japanese Govern- 
ment for the promotion of exclusive 
Japanese interests; the situation is suffi- 
ciently recoguized, diplomatic conven- 
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tions notwithstanding, by the Powers, 
and the forces of raphical gra- 
vitation ” which must inevitably tend 
to the advancement of Japan's interests 
to the east of the Lino river are gener- 
ally understond. But the question 
which is raised by the Fakumen railway 
scheme is whether, and how far, those 
forces of “geographical gravitation” are 
to be extouded westwards, to the sorious 
prejudice of vested British interests in 
that region, the detriment of interna- 
tional commerce and the limitation of 
China’s sovereignity? In the Hsio- 
mintun-Mukden Railway Agreement 
(May 1907) Japan herself recognizes the 


























Lino River as the natural limit, beyond 

claims to special and exela- 
sive privileges cannot properly be 
advanced, 


In view of the essential and wider 
aspects of this question, it 
superfiuous to examine the 
reasons and economic precedents where- 
by the Japanese Government seeks to 
justify veto of a “ parallel” line, 
Nevertheless, as great stress has been 
lait upon the existence of a similar 
restrictive clanse in the railway agrec- 
ments made with China by other 
nationalities, and as the argument may 
appear forcible to the aninitiated, it 
expedient to explain its inapplicability. 
‘The agreements to which the Japanese 
Government particularly refers, vi 
the American contract for the Hankow- 
Canton Railway, and the British con- 
tract for the line from Canton to Kow- 
loon, were purely financial and indus- 
trial’ agreements wade between the 
Chineso Government and private 
Companies, for the construction of 
Chinese Government railways under 
Chinese control; and the lines 
being mortgaged as first security 
for the repayment of the necessary loans, 
the inclusion of the restrictive cor Ly 
in regard to parallel lines was obviously 
beneficial to all concerned since it 
facilitated the raising of capital abroad. 

‘Nevertheless, as the history of railway 
construction in China clearly proves, 
this condition was sever intended to be 
(nor could it be) arbitrarily interpreted 
by the representatives of the foreign 
bondholders to restrict the Chinese 
Government frown constructing other 
railways parallel to these lines, the 
evident and only intention of the con 
dition being to reassure investors that 
‘the Chinese Government would not 
(presumably at the instance of another 
Power) do anything to injure property 
is mortgaged for security of 
foreign loans. No such argument can, 
however, be applicable in the case of 
the South Manchuria Railway, which 
is not a Chinese railway, for which 
China has incurred no liabilities and in 
which she is aot even financially in- 
terested. 

Finally, referring to the Newchwang 
Chamber's contention that “in no 
country in the world could the vested 
interests of railway preclude the 
constraction of another line within a dis- 
tauee of thirty-five miles,” the Japanese 
Government cites what it alleges to be 
“at least one instance in direct con- 
tradiction of the statement,” and there- 
‘upon proceeds to quote the chgagement 
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given in the Pekin Syndicate's Shan: 
agreement whereby, to avoid undesirable 
competition with the Chengting-Tai- 
yuen railway, the syndicate undertook 
not to constroct any railway within 100, 
leon either side of it. We can only 
presume that the Tokio authorities 
are unaware that 100 li are, for 
practical purposes, the equivalent of 
thirty-five niles ; it rnceivable 
that, if they were informed of the fact, 
they should cite, as argument on the 
Japanese side of the case, a precedent 
mbich completely jastifies the construc- 
tion of the Fakumen  railwa; The 
proceeding is disingenuous ; but hardly 
leas so the citation of the Russian 
Bank's agreement (Art. V. Chengtiog- 
Taiyuan Raileay -ooatract) | whereby

Throughout the last week mid-China has been 
experiencing most unseasonable weather, heavy rain 
falling continuously. In many parts of the country 
traffic ‘has been seriously interfered with; reports of] 
floods have been received from various quarters, the 
effect of which has been that there has been much less 
Gisposition on the part of dealers to buy. Business, 
done has been on a restricted scalo in most of the, 
principal staples, but in yarn the market has been quite 
active; a large business has been reported in local yarn, 
most of which was done about ten days ago, prices 
generally are higher all round, but far from the equi- 
valent of the advance in catton.

starts; the goods on order ard in stock may prove to 
be ample for the requirements of tho trade in the 
autumn under present conditions.

Case Against a Paoshan Runner.— 
Reference is made to the case reported 
‘on May 6 when an nnemployed native 
was arrested in the East Hanbury Road 
at the request of a Paoshan rauaer who 
stated that a warrant had been 
issued for bis arrest for being concerned 
in armed robberies at Yangchow and 
also for piracy. detention in 
custody was requested till the noxt day 
when the warrant would be produced 
On May 9, since no warrant was forth- 
coming, the prismer was taken before 
the Court and rdfManded in custody. 
The matter was brought to the notice 
of the Court weekly till May 30 whan 
the Magistrate stated that the Paoshan 
Anthorities had no charge against. 
the prisoner. ‘The Assessor, therefore, 
ordered his release, and that the runner 
be brought before the Court. From a 
farther report it is noted that on June 
28 the runner was charged and sent- 
fenced to 25 days imprisonment, 


Case of a Native Lodging House-— 
A letter from Mr. J. E. Sajmon draws 
attention to the undue harshness which 
the cancellation of the license of a 
native hotel in the Shantung Road has 
involved. ‘The license was withdrawn 
at the recommendation of the Court, 
and a Police report is submitted snb- 
stantially endorsing the view that the 
fine imposed is sufficient panishment. 
for the minor offence committed. It is 
decided, with the concurrence of the 
Assessor, to re-issue the license, 
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Fire Insurance.

‘Sin,—The Committee of the Shang- 
hai Fire Insurance Association duly 
through the Secretary of the 
Manicipal Conncil the translation of a 
letter addressed by the Mixed Court 
Magistrate to the Chairman of the 
Council, relating to certain alleged evils 
im connexion with fire insnrance matters. 
‘This letter has received the attention of 
my Committee, and Iam now directed 
to reply to same. 

Attention is drawn to the numerous 
fires in the Foreign Settlements as 
compared with the native cities of 
Shanghai and Soochow, and to the 
increasing namber of cases of incen- 
dinrism bronght before the court. My 
Committee are aware that fires are 
numerous in the Settlements; a large 
number, however, arise from accidental 
cansex, and are attributable to over- 
crowding, the greater use of kerosi 
oil, and the many trades and handicrafts 
requiring the use of fire heat. It is, 
however, true that a large proportion of 
outbreaks are the result of incendiarism, 
and it is to these Intter that the Magis- 
trates’ attention ix directed. 

In all communities, there will be 
found ‘unscrupulous persons desirous 
of frandulently obtaining money from 
Insurance Companies. These latter are 
quite alive to the necessity of avoiding 
such persons, and take all steps in their 
power to prevent the evils arising from 
over insurance, but to entirely ‘climinnte 
this, is practically impossible. 

Tnsurance in » large mercantile com- 
manity such as Shanghai, is a necessity, 
‘and but for the protection and security 
it affords, business would become im- 
possible. Here goods of considerable 
value are often stored in buildings of « 
flimsy character, which ore easily wet on 
fire by the accidental explosion of 
lamp, or the fire spreading from ad- 
joining premises. In snch eases, to be 























uninsured, generally means financial 


rain. Chinese are justly reputed to be 

shrewd and business-like, and their 

appreciation of the protection afforded 
by insurance is shown in the vreater 
nuraber of policies taken ont every year. 

Business in Shaoghai is usually 
transacted throngh third parties, for 
the Chinese prefer to obtain s policy 
through a broker. These brokers are 
not paid by Insurance Compauies, but 
are remunerated by commission upon 
the business secured. Natarally, they 
are active in their efforts to acquire 
business, but it must be remembered, 
all such is first submitted to the: 
compradore for approval; thus» check 
is placed npon any malpractice of the 
broker, The Mixed Court Magistrate 
is apparently oder the impression that 
Insnrance Companies grant insurance 
without date inquiry. This ix not the 
ceaxe, for it in the practice of all well- 
managed Companies t@ inquire into the 
standing of the applicant, and to inves- 
tigate the valne of the property to be: 
covered. either by a personal inspection, 
or in some other way, and as all 
policies contain a clause (in Chinese) 
attached thereto, prohibiting farther 
insurance withont consent, this un- 
doubtedly acts as a preventive to over 
insurance. 

When aloss after an accidental fire 

the assured is ina souni 
ial position, little difficalty is 
experienced in producing the proofs 
required, and the loss is paid withont 
question, If, on the other hand, the 
fire is intentional, or if frand is attempt- 

ed in the claim, the Insurance C: 

panies properly defer settlement pending, 

an investigation. 

Mr. Pao snggests that ax most 
Chinese are ignorant of the condi- 
tions of insurance, policies should be 
printed in Chinese as well as in 
English. This matter has long ago 
engaged the attention of Tnwnrance 
Companies, and decided by the 
English Companies that the English 
text alone shonld prevail. Most © 
fare conversant with the main pr 
of the Fire Insurance Contact, and 
they know fall woll that the advantage 
of British law goveraing the contract, 
more than compensates for the want of 
knowledge of the language uscd, and 
this is borne out by the fact that the 
Nativo Companies operating here insne 
policies with text in English. 

My Committee are grateful to the 
Mixed Court Magistrate for bringing 
these matters to their attention, bat it 
is nnfortunate that his letter contains 
so many fallacies. Surely when Mr. 
Pao says: 

“Tf no question arises the Insarance 
“Companies peaceably enjoy the 
“premium, bnt when questions 
“arise they hit upon excuses for 
“not paying the inderonity ” 

he cannot be serious, and my Committee 

may be pardoned for remarking he 

cannot mean what he says. 

Inquiry into the origin of fires is a! 
duty ordinarily performed by the! 
Civil Authorities, and further, the duty 
of detection and punishment of crime 
falls upon them. Until recently in 
Shanghai no pablic inquiry followed, 







































and it is natural to assome that 
the large number of intentional fires 
may be attributed to the lack of provi- 
of thi vatare, During, che past 
twelve months, since active steps of 
detective character have been 
stituted, the diminution in arson cases 
is most marked. Chinese law is 
drastic enongh. and its application in 
proved cases of arson ix sufficient to 
deter others from committing this 
crime, hence the immnnity of most 
native cities from incendiary fires. 

‘There are fourteen Native Fire 
Insurance Companies operating in 
Shanghai which are not controlled 
by thik Association, and it may be 
well to note that “during the past 
twelve months, these Native Com- 
panies havo been interested in qnite 
the majority of fires that have occarred 
during that period. 

It moat be remembered that Insnr- 
ance Companies are almost powerless 
to cope with the evils referred. to with- 
oat the active assistance of the civil 
anthorities, whose duty it ia to prevent, 
fire waste and check the commission of 
crime, If, therefore, the Mixed Court 
Magistrate will lend his assistance in 
overcoming the evils he speaks of, thix 
Association will gladly receive a 
sagzestion he may make that in cal- 
culated to bring about the improvement 
he xo much desires.

hereby agree to the procedure in con- 
nexion with land registration as above 
outlined and shall instruct the Land 
Office of this Consulate-General sccord- 
ingly.

POLICE REGULATIONS. 


1.—A car shall not be driven at such 
a speed as to become a danger to the 
Public. 
2.—Except in cases of emergency 
cars shall only stop at official stopping 
places which shall be approved by the 
Captain-Superintendent of Police and 
shall be marked by placards or sign- 
posts as follows 
(@) Red mark on a white ground 
shall imply compulsory stops.

The Sanitary staff will, as {ar as possible, 
at the service of applicants 
who desire a special inspection of their 
kitchen arrangements.

Ax regards the 
preservation of health in Shanybai the 
parity of the food is of fundamental 
importance,

For the Protection of Public Health 
no unsound foul, including fruit, rege 
tubles, ice-creum, ice-lrinks and aerated 
twoutera will be allowed to be exposed for 
male. Cut or peeled fruit, including 
melons, will be considered as unaound, 

Ecxcept in the Yangtezepou district 
beyond thee creek, where no market 
[facilitien exist, no hawking of fresh food- 
‘stiyis will be permitted outside the 
Municipal Markets. 

Openers will be liable to prosecution 
aud to have their unsound food-atufe 
confiscated. Where ice-cream, ice-drink 
or aerated wuters are found being made 
in an insanitary manner the apparatus 
of manufacture will be liable to confisca- 
tion. 

Residents are requested not to 
patronize hawkers of fruit aud other 
fresh food-stulfs, who come to theic 
houses. 
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The examination in the Laboratory 
of the blood from certain fever cases has 
shown that Relapsing fever is probably 
quite common among the ‘ hinese 
population and three casos have also 
been met with among foreigners during 
the month, It is probable that this 
fever is much more prevalent in Shang- 
hai than has hitherto been thought, 
which may help in the future to clear up 
certain obscure cases, 

‘A. Chinese edition of the Annasl 
Mealth Report containing information 
for preventing disease from the Chinese 
point of view has been distributed and 
can be obtained at the Health Office.
